M  Controverfy  having  been  fet  on  Foot* 
f  feme  time  ago*  in  the  Salisbury  Journal, 
concerning  fome  particular  Paffages,  in  a  late 
Treatife  containing  an  Inquiry  into  the  Nature * 
Caufe ,  C&r^,  of  the  (la ft  Tear  s')  Epidemick 

Fever,  in  Order  to  affift  the  Curious  in  form¬ 
ing  a  righc  Judgment  of  this  Controverfy,  I 
think  it  neceffary  to  acquaint  them,,  both  what 
the  general  Defign  of  that  Treatife  was*  and 
for  what  purpofe  thofe  particular  Paffages, 
which  have  been  chiefly  Objected  to,  were  in¬ 
troduced* 

THE  Epidemick  Fever,  which  gave 
Oecaflon  to  the  Inquiry,  having  fwept  away 
great  multitudes  of  People,  wherever  it  had 
made  its  Appearance,  as  at  Briftol *  Exeter 5 
Worcefier ,  &c,  and  being  of  a  new  and  Dan¬ 
gerous  kind,  I  made  it  my  Bufinefs*  at  it’s  firft 
Appearance,  to  get  all  the  Information  I  could, 
from  different  Parts*  concerning  the  method  of 
treating  it — -and,  at  the  fame  time,  I  did  not 
negledt  making  the  beft  Obfervations  I  was 
able,  in  the  Courfe  of  my  own  Pradice,  and 
eonfulting  Authors,  who  had  writ  upon  Epi¬ 
demick  Difeafes,  in  order  to  difcover  the  Na-

ture  of  It,  and  the  mod  effe&uai  means  of 
Cure:  This  was  the  Occafion  of  drawing  up 
the  Treatife  above-mentioned. 

SOMETIME  after  the  Fever  began  to 
fiiew  it  felf  in  this  Neighbourhood,  I  was  cal¬ 
led  to  a  Confultation  with  Dr.  Samber  and  Dr. 
Heky  upon  the  Cafe  of  Mr.  Hillman ,  who 
had  been  Ill  fome  Days  of  this  didemper. 
My  fentiments,  upon  this  Occafion,  happen¬ 
ing  to  be  different  from  thofe  of  Dr.  Hele 
(tho*  agreeable,  at  firft,  to  Dr.  Samber  s)  parti¬ 
cularly  with  regard  to  Venrefefiion,  I  thought 
my  felf  obliged,  in  Duty  to  the  Patient,  to  de¬ 
liver  my  opinion  freely,  and  openly,  together 
with  my  Reafons  for  it ;  and  I  did  it  in  a  man¬ 
ner  fuitable,  as  I  thought,  to  the  occafion. 
This  Condudt  drew  upon  me  Dr.  Heles  Re- 
fentment.  I  (hall  not  trouble  the  Reader  with 
a  tedious  Tale  of  what  paffed  at  our  feveral 
meetings,  it  is  fufficient  to  obferve,  that  Mr. 
Hillman  was  bled  four  Times,  ufed  many  other 
Remedies,  not  very  confident  with  that  Eva¬ 
cuation,  and  at  length  happily  recover’d. 

THE  difpute,  I  imagin’d,  would  have  end¬ 
ed  here,  and  that,  agreeably  to  the  Practice  of 
Phyficians  in  fuch  Cafes,  the  Publick  would 
not  have  been  troubled  with  our  perfonal  De¬ 
bates  5  but,  to  my  great  Surprize,  I  foon  found 
that  the  Story  was  indudrioufly  fpread  Abroad, 
(with  a  good  deal  of  artful  Colouring)  to  my 
Difadvantage,  and  that  it  was  confidently  given 
out,  that  the  Patient  owed  his  Life  to  nothing 
but  the  repeated  Bleeding  which  he  had  un¬ 
dergone,  I  had,  I  thought,  good  reafons  to 
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alledge  againft  repeated  VenafeBion,  as  well  in 
the  Fever  in  general,  as  in  this  particular  Cafe. 
Upon  this  occafion,  therefore,  I  made  fome 
farther  inquiry  concerning  the  Fever, and  added 
Mr.  Hillmans  Cafe  to  the  Obfervations  which 
I  had  before  collected.  The  Treatife,  I  have 
been  fpeaking  of,  was  the  Refult  of  my  Inqui¬ 
ries.  When  I  had  finifh’d  it,  I  {hewed  it  to 
fome  Friends,  by  whofe  perfuafion  I  was  af¬ 
terwards  induced  to  make  it  Publick.  It  was 
urged  as  a  Reafon  fot  my  doing  fo,  that,  as 
many  had  entertain’d  miftaken  Notions  con¬ 
cerning'  the  Fever,  it  might  be  of  Service  in 
correcting,  or  preventing,  fuch  Miftakes. 

THIS  being  my  defjgn,  in  Publiftiing 
the  Inquiry,  I  was  afraid  of  rendering  it  lefs 
ufeful,  by  giving  it  the  Air  of  a  controversial 
Piece :  I  introduced  the  controverted  Cafe, 
therefore,  only  as  a  fuppofed  Cafe,  and  referred 
to  it  here  and  therein  the  Work,  as  it  ferv’d 
to  illuftrate  the  Subjed  I  was  then  upon.  It 
was  partly  for  this  Reafon,  and  partly  out  of 
Tendernefs  to  the  Cbarader  of  Dr.  Hele% 
that  I  forbore  mentioning  His,  Mr.  Hillman  s? 
or  my  own  Name,  thro’  the  whole  Perform¬ 
ance.  I  mentioned,  indeed,  fome  Inftances  of 
bad  Reafoning,  as  well  as  Pradice,  that  others 
might  avoid  running  into  the  fame  Errors. — « 
But  I  did  not  imagine  that,  by  mentioning  Dr. 
Sangrados  Reafoning,  I  flhould  incur  the  dif- 
pleafure  of  Dr.  Hele ,  much  lefs  that  he  wou’d 
have  furnifh’d  the  Reader  with  a  Comment  up¬ 
on  my  Treatife,  by  applying  particular  Paffages 
to  himfelf,  as  he  afterwards  didin  his  two  Let¬ 
ters  in  the  ‘Journal . 
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THE  Performance,  fuch  as  it  was,  met 
with  a  favourable  Reception  from  the  Publick, 
and  fuch  a  One  as  much  exceeded  my  Expecta¬ 
tions  :  and,  I  believe,  all  who  have  read  it  will 
acquit  me  of  having  foifted  in  (  I  beg  pardon 
for  the  coarfenefs  of  the  Phrafe)  any  Indecent, 
or  undeferved  Reflections  upon  Dr.  Hele ,  or 
any  one  elfe,  tho'  1  have  been  accufed  of  do¬ 
ing  it.  Rut  unexceptionable  as  it  was,  (at 
leaft  in  this  point)  Offence  was  taken  at  it,  and 
it  had  not  been  long  published  before  fome 
Efforts  were  employed  to  hurt  it’s  Credit.  A 
Pamphlet,  written  by  one  Mr.  Daniel  Cox ,  an 
Apothecary,  above  a  twelve  month  before,  was 
Advertifed  in  the  Salisbury  Journal ,  by  Dr. 
Helens  Recommendation,  (as  he  afterwards  con- 
feffed,)  and  intended  to  be  put  upon  the 
World  as  a  Refutation  of  what  I  had  writ. 
This  had  its  End  in  deceiving  many  People, 
and  occafioned  me  to  write  the  Letter,  to  the 
Author  of  the  Salisbury  Journal ,  which  is  in¬ 
ferred  in  the  Appendix. — No.  i. 

THIS  Artifice  being  thus  deteded,  ano¬ 
ther  Method  was  to  be  Employed  to  Chaflife 
me  for  prefuming  to  call  Dr.  Heles  Infallibility 
in  Queftion,  1  fay,  for  prefuming  to  call 
Dr.  Heles  Infallibility  in  Queftion  ;  for  that 
this  was  the  only  motive  for  Dr.  Heles 
Relentment,  I  think  is  evident  from  his  whole 
proceeding  in  this  Affair;  for  he  prudently 
declined  entering  into  a  general  Examination 
of  the  Treatife,  and  with  great  Sagacity  pick’d 
out  Mr.  Hillmans  Cafe, to  caval  at.  This  remark¬ 
able

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able  Cafe,  then,  feems  to  have  been  the  foie  oo 
cafion  for  his  becoming  Author  :  But  it  is 
not  eafy  to  imagine  what  could  give  offence  to 
Dr.  Hele ,  in  the  relation  of  this  Cafe,  except 
that  People  might  infer  from  thence,  that  he 
was  miftaken  in  his  judgment  concerning  it; 
the  meaning  of  which  is  no  more  than  that  he 
is  not  Infallible  ;  or  that  he  is  liable  to  be 
fbme  times  mi  it  a  ken,"— — A  different  Relation 
of  th  is  Cafe,  together  with  a  few  general 
Afperflons,  upon  the  Inquiry,  made  up  Dr. 
He/e’ s  fir  ft  Letter  in  the  Salisbury  Journal . 
This  Epiftoiary  Effay  he  had  afterwards 
the  modefty  to  put  off  as  a  fufficient  Anfwer 
to  that  Treatife  *,  not  confidering,  that  the 
general  Tenor  of  the  Inquiry  would  not  have 
been  at  all  affeded,  fuppoting  he  could  have 
proved  Mr.  Hillman  $  Cafe  to  have  been  Inflam¬ 
matory,  and  his  recovery  to  have  been  owing 
to  Venaefedion.  For  if  that  Gentleman’s  Fever 
was  of  the  fame  kind  as  the  then  reigning  E- 
pidemick,  his  proving  repeated  Bleeding  to 
have  been  right  in  that particular  Cafe,  would 
not  have  proved  it  to  be  right  in  general  \  and 
if  it  was  not  of  the  Epidemick  kind,  he  might 
have  known,  that  it  would  prove  nothing  ; 
Since  it  does  not  follow,  becaufe  Venaefedion  is 
right  in  one  kind  of  Fever,  that  it  muftbe  right 
likewife  in  another.  The  Dodor  has  not  fo 
much  as  attempted  to  prove  repeated  Bleeding 
to  have  been  good  Pradice  in  the  Epidemick, 
in  general,  nor  gone  any  farther  towards  prov¬ 
ing  it,  than  merely  averting  that  Fever  to  have 
been  Inflammatory  $  in  which  he  has  only  fee 
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up  his  own  opinion  as  a  Standard  for  others 
to  dired  their  Judgment  by. 

Notwithftanding  the  Provocation  which  I 
had  received,  by  being  pointed  at,  by  name, 
and  having  my  Character  afperfed  in  a  publick 
News  paper,  I  was  unwilling  to  make  a  pub- 
lick  reply  to  this  abufive  Letter ;  efpecially  as 
the  chief  point,  upon  which  the  Dodor  had 
chofen  to  difplay  the  excellencies  of  his  Pen 
was  of  a  private  Nature.  For  this  Reafon,  as 
well  as  to  avoid  coming  to  an  open  Rupture 
with,  Dr.  Heley  I  writ  him  the  following  Let¬ 
ter,  andfent  it  to  him  by  a  private  Hand.

IH  A  V  E  juft  read  a  Letter,  in  the  Salisbury 
Journal,  fign’d  H.  Hele ,  which,  from 
the  manner  of  it,  I  fhould  not  have  fu(pe£ted  to 
have  come  from  you,  had  it  not  been  fubfcrib- 
ed  with  your  Name ;  and  as  I  find  my  Character, 
not  as  a  Phyfician  only,  but  as  an  honeft  Man, 
attack’d  therein,  I  think  it  incumbent  upon  me 
to  fay  a  few  Words  in  my  own  defence,  and  I 
have  taken  this  method  of  doing  it,  not  be- 
caufe  I  am  afraid  of  appealing  to  the  Publick, 
but  becaufe  I  look  upon  Perfonal  Controverfies, 
between  Phyficians,  to  be  of  very  little  Im- 
Importance  to  the  World. 

T  H  E  Charge  which  you  have  fo  roundly 
brought  againft  me,  is,  that  the  Theory,  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Inquiry,  is  very  Chimerical,  Con¬ 
futed,  Inconfiftent,  and  hardly  Intelligible,  a 
Wild  Svftem,  &c.  and  that  I  have  reprefented 
Mr.  Hillmans  Cafe  unfairly  (or  as  you  exprefs 
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It  in  another  Place,  reprefented  Cafes  faljely> 
tho*  (by  the  by,)  you  mention  but  one  Cafe, 
and  that  I  have  faljly  Infmuated \  that  our  Pa¬ 
tient  was  reliev'd  by  Cordials,  &c.  whereas* 
by  your  Account,  he  found  relief  by  every 
Bleeding,  and  by  the  fourth  was  foon  (you 
might  have  added  miraculously)  freed  from  all 
his  dangerous  Symptoms.  You  might  I  fay, 
have  added  miraculously ,  fince  this  furpriflng 
Cure  was  efl'eCled,  in  half  an  hour ,  ^  and  by  a 
means  too  which  had  been  tried  three  times 
before,  without  any  benefit,  the  Patient  remain¬ 
ing,  after  the  third  Bleeding,  in  the  utmofi 
danger,  according  to  your  own  Confeffion. 

AS  to  the  firft  Part  of  this  heavy  Charge, 
fince  it  means  no  more  than  that  Tou  dijlike  the 
Inquiry ,  I  fhall  at  prefent  take  no  farther  No¬ 
tice  of  it  than  juft  to  Gbferve,  that,  when  I 
printed  it,  I  did  not  fuppofe  you  would  like  it ;  nor 
did  I  expefi  to  draw  you  over  to  the  opinion 
of  a  young  Practitioner ,  as  you  are  plealed  to 
call  me.  No  Sir,  you  may  ftill  be  fully  perfuad- 
edy  that  this  Fever  was  of  the  Inflammatory  kind , 
(as  you  fay  you  are,)but  give  me  leave  to  tell  you, 
that  your  Perfuafion  is  not  a  Rule  for  the  reft 
of  the  world  to  regulate  their  opinions  by,  nor 
will  it  at  all  affed  the  Inquiry  (notwithftanding 
the  Sophifm  which  you  have  brought  to  iup- 
port  it,)  or  alter  the  Nature  of  the  Fever.  So 
much  for  the  firft  part  of  the  Charge,  (the  far¬ 
ther  confideration  of  which  I  fhali  referve  till 
another  opportunity)  but  the  latter  part  of  it, 
viz,  that  I  have  reprefented  Cafes  faljly  deferves 

to 
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to  be  more  ferioufly  attended  to - -This,  Sin 

is  a  Charge  of  fuch  a  Nature  as,  if  it  can 
be  made  good,  will  affeCt  my  moral  Cha¬ 
racter,  and  if  it  cannot,  will  recoil  upon  the 
Author  of  it.  But  how  have  you  attempt¬ 
ed  to  make  good  this  Charge  ?  Why,  you 
have  given  the  publick  your  word  for  it, 
and  befides  this  have  added,  that  the  Gen¬ 
tleman  himfelf  is  ready  to  teflify:  ro  the 
World,  if  required,  the  truth  of  what  you  have 
advanced.  In  anfwer  to  this  I  beg  leave  to  Ob- 
ferve,  that  the  Word  of  an  Adverfary  is  not  to 
be  taken  in  his  own  Caufe,  and  that  the  Gen¬ 
tleman's  Teftimony,  or  Certificate ,  could  you 
produce  it,  would  ( according  to  your  own  Ac¬ 
count  of  his  Cafe )  be  of  no  Ufe  to  you  ;  for  if 
he  laboured  under  an  Inflammation  of  the  Brain, 
as  you  affirm’d  he  did,  at  the  time  of  his  Sick- 
nefs,  and  ftill  feem  to  think.  Common  Senfe 
will  tell  you  that  he  could  not  be  a  competent 
Judge  of  his  own  Cafe,  when  it  happen’d,  and 
consequently  is  not  a  proper  Perfon  to  give  Evi¬ 
dence  concerning  it.  However  fince  you  fay  that 
Mr.  Hillman  is  ready  to  give  in  Evidence,  if 
required,  that  I  have  reprefented  his  Cafe  un¬ 
fairly,  1  muff  require  you  to  produce  fuch  E- 
vidence,  and  I  muft  likewife  add,  that  you  are 
bound  in  Honour  either  to  produce  a  Teftimo- 
nial,  or  Certificate,  from  Mr.  Hillman  to  {hew 
that  I  have  reprefented  his  Cafe  falfly,  or  un¬ 
fairly,  or  elfe  to  make  a  publick  Acknowledge¬ 
ment,  that  you  have  falfly  and  fcandaloujly  af- 
perfed  my  Character.  But  you  know  Sir , 
-very  well,  that  it  is  not  in  your  Power  to  pro¬ 
duce

duce  fuch  a  Certificate  ;  this  you  know  very 
well,  I  fay,  but  here  lies  the  fallacy  upon 
which  you  proceed.  Mr.  Hillman  has  pub- 
lickly  declared  that  he  thought  himfelf  reliev¬ 
ed  by  bleeding,  particularly  the  laft  Bleeding  ; 
and  I  have  mention’d  it,  as  my  Opinion,  that 
he  grew  worfe  upon  bleeding,  and  that  the 
Difeafe  was  at  laft  overcome  by  Vomiting, 
Blifters,  Cordial,  and  Diaphoretick  Medicines. 
This  is  what  I  have  advanced  in  the  Inquiry, 
as  my  ‘Judgment  or  Opinion  upon  the  Cafe,  and 
this  I  am  ready  to  maintain,  whenever  you  will 
pleaje  to  give  mean  Opportunity.  But  this ,  it  feems, 
has  been  call’d  Reprefenting  Cafes  falfely ,  where¬ 
as  it  is  not  Reprefenting  them  at  all .  Repre¬ 
fenting  or  Stating  a  Cafe,  and  giving  an  Opinion 
upon  it,  are  two  very  different  Things.  You 
may,  indeed,  call  it  giving  a  wrong  judgment 
upon  the  Cafe,  if  you  pleafe,  but  not  Mif- 
reprefenting  it  ;  for  there  is  a  wide  difference 
between  an  Error  in  Judgment,  and  a  wilful! 
Mifreprefentation  of  Fads.  What  you  have 
called  Reprefenting  Cafes  falfely  amounts,  there¬ 
fore,  to  no  more,  at  the  moft,  than  an  Error 
in  Judgment,  and  even  this  is  not  fhewn  to 
be  fo.  This,  Sir,  is  what  I  have  to  fav  to 
you  at  prcfent,  and  to  this  I  exped  a  fpeedy 
Anfwer,

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P.  S.  AS  Differences  between  Phyficians  do 
not  any  wife  tend  to  the  Benefit  of  the  Publick, 
if  you  have  really  that  tender  regard  to  the  ge¬ 
neral  good  of  Mankind ,  which  you  profefs, 
you  will  beft  make  it  appear,  not  by  haughti- 
Xfrefnjing  to  Confult  with  One, who  for  the  fake 
of  his  Patient's  welfare,  prefurnes  to  diffent 
from  your  Opinion,  or  treating  him  with  Con¬ 
tempt,  but  by  candidly  hearing  his  Reafons,  and 
endeavouring  to  fet  him  right,  if  he  happens 
to  be  miftaken.

4  The  Reader  will  pleafe  to  obferve  that  this  is  an  cxadl 
Copy  of  the  Letter  which  I  fent  to  Dr.  Hele,  fuch  a  Copy 
having  been  depoiited  in  proper  Hands  at  the  Time  when  it  was 
writ,  tor  fear  an  improper  Uie  might  be  made  of  it.  The  Ufe 
which  Dr.  Hele  has  lince  made  of  this  Letter  is  a  Proof  tha; 
my  Caution  was  net  unnecelfary  :  But  of  this  more  hereaL 
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Dr.  Hele  having  thus  declared  againft  car¬ 
rying  on  the  Debate  in  a  private,  and  an  a- 
micable  manner,  I  was  obliged  to  proceed  in 
a  publickOne;  but  as  I  was  lorry  to  fee  the 
Dr.  mifpend  his  Own,  and  his  Reader’s  time, 
in  printing  Three -half penny- Effays,  in  a  Coun¬ 
try  News-Paper ,  I  called  upon  him  in  a  ftiorc 
Letter,  the  week  following,  *  to  enter  into 
a  fuller  Examination  of  the  Treatife,  which 
he  profefs’d  fo  great  a  diflike  to,  and  I  hoped 
He  would  have  done  it  in  fuch  a  manner  as  be¬ 
came  a  Gentleman  and  a  Man  of  Learning , 
Befides  this,  as  Dr.  Hele ,  in  his  printed  Letter, 
had  fa  id,  that  Mr.  Hillman  was  ready  to  Tefti- 
fv  to  the  World,  if  required,  that  I  had  Mif- 
reprefented  his  Caje ,  I  afferted,  upon  good 
grounds,  (viz.  that  Gentleman’s  own  word) 
that  he  neither  had,  nor  would  give  any  fuch 
Evidence.”

A  S  to  the  Remarks  themfelves,  they  are  of 
two  kinds ;  Firff,  fuch  as  relate  to  fome  gene¬ 
ral  Topick,  as  the  difference  between  Nervous 
and  Inflammatory  Fevers ,  the  Ufefulnefs  of  the 
Theory,  &c.  Or  Secondly,  fuch  as  have  on¬ 
ly  a  Relation  to  the  perfonal  Difpute  between 

Dr.  Hele  and  My  felf - The  former,  I  hope, 

will  need  no  Apology ;  and  as  for  the  latter, 
the  Good-natured  Reader,  I  am  perfwaded,  will 
excufe  them,  when  he  confiders  in  what  an 
unfair  and  outragious  manner  my  Character 
has  been  attack'd, 

I  (hall  only  add,  that  I  do  not  expedf  that 
Dr.  Hele  will  be  prevail’d  upon,  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  Remarks,  to  alter  either  his  Opinion  or  his

JT  is  recorded,  as  I  remember,  in  thole  au- 
thentick  Hiftories,  called  the  Oxford  Jefts% 
that,  as  King  Charles  the  II.  (of  facetious 
Memory,)  was  hunting,  one  Day,  in  W'indjbr - 
For r eft y  a  Country  Lad  came  running  to  his 
Mother,  with  great  Satisfaction  in  his  Coun¬ 
tenance,  to  tell  her,  that  the  King  had  fpoken 
to  him.  “  Well,  what  did  he  fay  to  Thee.” 
cries  the  Mother.  Why/'  (replies  the  Lad) 
u  He  faid.  Stand  cut  of  my  Way ,  you  Booby” 

I  look  upon  My  felf  to  be  in  a  Situation 
not  unlike  that  of  this  Country  Lad,  for  I 
efteem  it  an  Honour  to  be  taken  Notice  of  by 
the  Renowned  Dr.  Hele ,  tho’  he  meant  no 
more  than  to  chaftife  me  for  Standing  in 

HIS  WAY. 

I  fhould  ill  deferve  the  Honour  Dr.  Hele 
has  done  me,  fhould  I  not  take  Notice  of  his 
two  Letters  in  the  Salisbury  Journal ;  out  of 
Regard  to  him  therefore,  as  well  as  for  the  Sa¬ 
tisfaction  of  our  Common  Friends,  I  fhall  now 
take  thole  Letters  into  Conlideration,  that  I 

may 


may  take  my  Leave  of  the  Dodlor,  in  as  hand- 
fame  a  manner,  as  he  has  taken  Leave  of  me-*. 

I  have  heard  it  obferv’d,  and  (I  think)  very 
]uftly,  that  when  a  Man  once  commences  Au¬ 
thor,  he  waves,  of  Courfe,  all  the  Privileges, 
which  He  might  otherwife  lay  claim  to,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  his  Superior  Age ,  or  Rank ,  the  Tin¬ 
gle  Advantage  which  one  Writer  has  over  ano¬ 
ther  confiding  in  his  having  more  Truth  and 

Reafon  on  his  Side - Dr.  Hele  having  put 

himfelf,  then,  upon  a  Footing  of  Equality 
with  Me,  by  commencing  Author,  I  (hall 
confider  him  in  that  Light  j  and,  as  it  will  not 
be  expedted  from  me  that  I  fhould  treat  the  Let¬ 
ter- Writer  withfo  much  Ceremony  as  I  fhould 
the  ‘Polite ,  the  Learned ,  and  the  Judicious  Dr. 
Hele ,  (for  whom  many  of  my  Readers,  with^ 
out  doubt,  have  conceived  as  profound  a  Ve¬ 
neration  as  I  have  my  Self)  I  (hall  proceed, 
without  any  farther  Preface,  to  an  Examination 
of  his  Letters  5  in  coniidering  which  I  (hall  ob- 
ferve  the  only  Order  which  the  Subjedt  will  ad¬ 
mit  of,  namely,  the  Order  in  which  the  Para¬ 
graphs  follow  one  another. 

1  Have  already  obferv’d  what  gave  Occafion 
to  the  Dover’s  firft  Letter  (•f*)  Pie  there  fets 
cut  with  faying,  <c  I  do  not  know  at  whom 
u  Dr.  Barker  points,  in  his  Letter  to  you, 
Cf  (viz.  the  1 printer  of  the  Salisbury  Journal .) 
And  in  the  very  next  Line,  he  ieems  con- 
feious  that  I  pointed  at  Him,  for  he  adds, 
s<  but  you  may  acquaint  him  that  I  have  re-

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commended  the  Treatife  intitled,  Obfer * 
fic  nations  on  the  Epidemick  Fever,  of  the  Tear 
n  1741,  As  containing,  in  my  Opinion, a  jufter 
te  and  clearer  Hiftory  of  that  Difeafe,  and  a 
<c  more  proper  Method  of  Cure,  than  the  £- 
“  ptjlGlary  Ejjdy  publiftfd  by  the  Dr.”  * 

I  Shall  pafs  over  this  Paffage  very  flightly, 
for  the  Contradiction,  in  the  firft  Part  of  it,  is 
too  palpable  to  efcape  the  Notice  of  the  mo  ft 
incurious  Reader  ;and  as  lam  verily  periuaded 
that  the  Letter-Writer  ipeaks  according  to  the 
beft  of  his  Judgment,  in  preferring  the  London - 
Treatife  (§)  to  Mine,  which  is  only  a  Country 
One ,  I  am  not  offended  with  him  for  it ;  nor 
do  I  envy  him  the  Honour  of  having 
his  own  Pradice  fupported  by  fo  great  an  Au¬ 
thority  as  that  of  Mr.  Daniel  Cox  Apothecary, 
the  celebrated  Author  of  the  Obfervations. 

THE  very  fame  Motive  which  induced 
Dr.  Hele  to  advertife  thefe  Obfervations,  in  the 
Salisbury  ^Journal,  viz,  a  tender  Regard  to  the 
General  Good  of  Mankind ,  induced  him  like- 
wife,!  prefume,  to  publifh  his  own  two  Letters  5 
and  how  much  the  Publick  are  obliged  to  him, 
on  both  Accounts,  I  need  not  fay; 

BUT  I  pafs  to  on  the  fecond  Part  of  this  ex-* 
traordinary  Paragraph,  which  being  of  a  very 
complex,  or  compounded  kind,  it  will  be  ne- 
ceffary,  in  order  to  form  a  proper  Judgment  of 
the  Whole,  to  confider  each  Part  feparately^ 
and  diftinClly,  I  fhall,  therefore,  proceed  to  ex-

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amine  it,  with  the  Attention  itdeferves;  and  1 
believe,  I  lliall  not  be  thought  to  have  fpent 
too  much  time  upon  it,  when  it  is  confider’d, 
that  it  contains  a  Summary  both  of  the  Let¬ 
ter-Writer’s  Theory  and  Practice,  with  regard 
to  Fevers. 

IN  this  amazing  Paragraph,  then,  Two 
very  remarkable  Propofitions  are  contain’d- — 
viz.  Firft,  7 hat  the  Epidemick  Fever  was  oj 
the  inflammatory  Kind .  Secondly,  Float  the  in¬ 
flammation  was  fleated  upon  the  Brain ,  or 
ids  Membranes .  For,  (fays  the  Author)  cC  The 
<c  concomitant  Nervous  Symptoms  were  no 
<£  other  but  fuch  as  generally  attend  all  Inflam* 
<c  mations  of  the  Brain ,  or  its  Membranes * 
That  this  was  the  Writer’s  Meaning  is  plain 
from  the  Whole  tenor  of  his  Letter,  and 
will  appear  more  fully  hereafter,  when  we 
come  to  fpeak  of  Mr.  Hillman's  Cafe,  which 
He  fuppofes  to  have  been  an  Inflammation  of 
the  Brain.  But  at  prefent  I  proceed  to  his 
Proofs  of  thefe  Two  Propofitions. 

A  S  to  the  former,  the  Letter-Writer  at¬ 
tempts  to  prove  it  by  this  Argument,  vizy  u  I 
cC  am  fully  perfuaded  that  this  Fever  was  of 
“  the  Inflammatory  Kind.”  §  This  is  a  Sort 
of  Reafoning  which  may,  in  one  Senfe,  be 
ftiled  unanfwerable,  as  it  does  not  admit  of  any 
Anfwer.  If  a  Perfon  was  to  tell  me  that  He 
was  fully  perfuaded  that  it  was  dark  at  Noon¬ 
day,  I  fhould  not  be  able  to  refute  him  by  Dint 
of  Argument, and  could  only  tell  him  that  I  was

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perfuaded  of  the  Contrary,  and  refer  him,  for 
farther  Information,  toothers,  who  had  Eyes  as 
well  as  our  felves.The  Cafes, I  think,  are  Paral¬ 
lel  ;  the  Epimedick  Fever  had  all  the  Symptoms 
which  are  mention’d  by  the  beft  Writers,  in 
their  Defcriptions  of  a  Nervous  Fever,  and  lel- 
dom  any  Signs  of  Inflammation,  I  can,  there¬ 
fore,  only  tell  the  Bo&or,  that  I  am  fully 
perjuaded  that  the  Fever  was  not  of  the 
Inflammatory  Kind,  and  refer  him,  for  far¬ 
ther  Information,  to  Cbeyne ,  Huxham a  Glajs% 
and  others  who  have  written  upon  nervous  Fe¬ 
vers,  **  But  the  fecond  Proposition  is  attempt¬ 
ed  to  be  proved  a  little  more  plaufibly,  tho’  not 
more  Logically.  An  Inflammation  of  the  Brain , 
fays  the  Author,  is  attended  with  jujl  the  flame 
nervous  Symptoms  as  the  Epidemick  was, 
therefore,  the  Epidemick  Fever  was  an  Inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  Brain.  Now,  if  our  Author’s 
meaning  was  that  an  inflammation  of  the

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Brain  is  attended  with  all  the  fame  nervous 
Symptoms  which  accompanied  the  Epidemick 
Fever,  the  Propofition  itfelf  is  falfe,  as  I  could 
eafily  fhew,  were  I  not  afraid  of  tireing  the  Rea*- 
der’s  Patience  with  the  difcuffion  of  a  Point, 
which  is  in  itfelf  fo  Evident;  But  if  he  meant 
no  more  than  that  an  Inflammation  of  the 
Brain  is  attended  with  fome  fuch  nervous 
Symptoms,  then  his  Conclufion  will  not  follow 
from  the  Premiffes.  For,  upon  the  latter  Sup- 
pofition,  the  Argument  when  reduced  into  the 
Form  of  a  Syllogifm ,  will  run  thus,  viz. 

A  N  Inflammation  of  the  Brain  is  attended 
with  fome  Nervous  Symptoms,  fuch  as  a 
quick  low  Fulfe ,  laborious  Breath ,  Stupor,  Coma , 
&c,  * 

BUT  the  Epidemick  Fever  was  attended 
with  the  like,  nervous  Symptoms ;  There¬ 
fore  the  Epidemick  Fever  was  an  Inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  Brain. 

N  O  W,  allowing  the  Truth  of  his  Premiffes 
for  the  prefent,  if  our  Reafoner  had  rubbed  up 
his  Logick  ever  fo  little,  he  would  have  difcover- 
ed  that  there  is  a  failure  in  his  Confequence,  or 
that  it  is  not  deducible  from  his  Premiffes.

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SUPPOSE  a  Perfon  was  to  argue  thus  ; 

A  Goofe  is  an  Animal  with  two  Legs; 

Ariftotle  was  an  Animal  with  two  Legs ; 

Therefore  Arijiole  was  a  Goofe. 

T  B  E  Fallacy  of  this  Argument  wou’d 
eafily  be  difcover’d,  fmce  the  Conclufion  is  not 
contain'd  in  either  of  the  Premifles,  which  it 
ought  to  be  in  order  to  render  the  Syllovifm 
valid. 

THE  Letter-Writer’s  Argument  is  of  the 
fame  kind  with  what  I  have  juft  now  menti¬ 
on’d,  which  made  me  take  the  Liberty  of  call¬ 
ing  it  a  Sophifm  in  my  Letter  to  Dr.  Hele,  * 

O  U  R  Author’s  way  of  proving  his  Pro¬ 
portion  is  likewife  a  little  Unlucky ,  for  he  fays, 
u  this  truth  is  manifeftly  (i.  e,  evidently)  evi~ 
*£  dent  in  Cafes  where  the  operation  of  the 

Trepan  has  been  perform’d.  For  when  chefe 
€i  parts  are  inflamed,  even  to  ocular  Demonftra- 
4C  tion,  by  taking  out  a  Piece  of  the  Skull ,  The 
a  Patient  has  not  a  high  Phrenzy ,  & cP 

I  Shall  pafsover  the  Grammar  of  this  Sen¬ 
tence,  and  the  new  diftindtion  of  Phrenzies 
into  high  and  low,  neither  will  I  ask  the  Doc¬ 
tor  that  invidious  Queftion  which  I  have 
heard  ask’d,  upon  this  occafion,  viz,  Whether 
amongft  the  Numbers  whom  he  has  Trepan¬ 
ned ,  he  ever  Trepanned  any  One  for  an  In¬ 
flammation  of  the  Brain?  But  I  mu  ft  acquaint 
him  that  if  he  hoped  to  Trepan  People  in¬ 
to  his  Belief,  by  fuch  an  Argument  as  this,  I 
am  afraid  he  will  find  himfelf  much  tnifta- 
ken.  Ocular  Demonstration ,  as  the  Writer  calls 

it 


$  Vide  the  Introduction, 
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it,  or  Infped:ion  of  the  Brain,  wou’d  nor,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  convince  any  Pbyfician  that  the  Brain  was 
inflamed,  unlefs  he  cou’d,  at  the  fame  time,  d  f 
cern  the  Symptoms  peculiar  to  fuch  an  Inflam¬ 
mation,  no  more  than  feeing  a  Rednefs,  in  any 
part  of  the  Skin,  wou’d  convince  him  that 
there  was  an  Inflammation  in  that  Parr,  unlefs 
it  was  attended  with  other  Symptoms  of  an 
Inflammation  fuch  as  Pleat,  Pain,  Pulfation, 
and  the  like. 

BESIDES,  the  Letter-Writer  has  not 
proved  what  he  defigned  to  prove,  viz.  that 
a  ^uick  low  Pulfe  &c.  are  Symptoms  pecu¬ 
liar  to  an  Inflammation  of  the  Brain,  he  has 
only  proved  that  fuch  Symptoms  follow  the 
operation  of  the  Trepan ,  which  they  might 
do  if  the  Brain  was  not  inflamed,  his  Argument, 
then,  befides  being  weak,  and  inconcluflve,  is 
nothing  to  thePurpofe.  As  to  aPerfons  hav¬ 
ing  an  Inflammation  of  the  Brain  without  a 
Phrenzy,  which  the  Dr.  fancies  he  has  proved 
*  it  is  a  difcovery  ot  his  Own,  and  amounts 
to  no  more  than  faying,  that  a  Perfon  may 
have  a  Phrenzy  and  no  Phrenzy ,  at  the  fame 
time,  Phrenzy ,  ( 'Phrenitis )  and  Inflammation 
of  the  Brain  being  Synonimous  Terms, 
and  ufed  as  fuch  by  Riverius ,  Hoffman , 
Boerhaave ,  and  all  Authors  who  have  written 
accurately,  except  Dr,  Hele. 

BUT  I  proceed  to  the  laft  part  of  this  fertile 
Paragraph,  in  which  the  Letter-Writer,  in  order 
to  fhew  how  Smart  he  could  be  upon  a  Young 
Prahhtioner ,  has  gone  fo  far  out  of  his  Way,

as  iritirely  to  forget  what  he  fate  down  to  prove. 
The  whole  Paffage  is  worth  tranfcribing,  and 
runs  thus,  C£  For  when  thefe  parts  are  inflamed \ 
even  to  Ocular  Demonflration .  the  Pa- 

*£  tient  has  not  a  high Phrenzy,  but  juft  the  fame 
nervous  Symptoms,  as  he  himfelf.”  [vizy  the 
Author  of  the  Inquiry)  “  allows  to  accompany 
t£  this  Fever,  and  which  may  ^afily  be  Mifta- 
<c  ken  by  any  Young  Practitioner  for  the  Idio - 
c'  pa  thick  Signs  of  the  Fever  it  felf.” 

LET  us  now  fee  how  this  agrees  with 
what  the  Letter-Writer  has  faid  above.  He 
there  afferts  that  thefle  nervous  Symptoms  are  fnch 
as  generally  attend  all  Inflammations  oj  the  Brain ; 
if  lo,  they  mu  ft  be  the  Idiopathick  y  or  proper 
Signs  of  fuch  an  Inflammation  \  But  the  Epi- 
demick  Fever  was  fuch  an  Inflammation,  ("ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Doctor  s  own  Hypothejis ;)  thefe 
nervous  Symptoms,  therefore,  mu  ft  be  the 
Idiopathick,  or  proper  Signs,  of  the  Fever  itfelf. 
The  Sum  of  this  furprizing  Argument,  then, 
is  no  more  than  that  the  Idiopathick  Signs  of 
a  Fever  may  eafily  be  miftaken  by  any  Young 
Practitioner  for  it’s  Idiopathick  Signs ,  A  noble 
difeovery  indeed !  and  worthy  of  it’s  Author. 
An  old  Practitioner ,  I  fuppofe,  may  miftake 
what  are  not  Idiopathick  Signs  for  the  Idiopathick 
Signs  of  a  Difeafe.  If  fuch  advantages  as  thefe 
accrue  from  Age,  and  long  Experience,  who 
wou’d  not  envy  Dr.  Hele  ? 

I  Have  now  done  with  this  notable  Para- 
graph,  and  muft  tell  the  Letter-Writer,  upon, 
the  whole,  that  he  is  fo  far  from  having  proved 
the  Epidemick  Fever  to  have  been  of  the  in¬ 
flammatory 
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flammatory  Kind ,  that  it  is  impoffible  for  him  to 
prove  if,  unlefs  he  can  prove  every  Fever,  at¬ 
tended  with  nervous  Symptoms,  to  be  of  the  in¬ 
flammatory  Kind  ;  But  as  this  would  be  proving 
too  much,  Since  it  wou'd  fet  afide  all  diftindti- 
on  between  nervous  and  inflammatory  Fevers , 
I  believe  he  will  hardly  fet  about  it,  tho  he  may 
be  jo  fully  perfuaded  of  the  Ufelejsnejs  of  fuch 
Diftindions  as  utterly  to  neglect  them  in  his  pri¬ 
vate  Pradice . 

SINCE  the  Letter-Writer  neither  has, 
nor  can  (how,  the  Fever  to  be  inflammatory , 
his  method  of  treating  it,  by  repeated  Venaefedi- 
on *  mud  fall  to  the  Ground  of  Courfe,  having 
nothing  to  fupport  it  but  his  own  Authority 
and  that  of  Mr.  Daniel  Cox.  Whether  it  was 
right,  or  not,  in  Mr.  Hillman's  Cafe,  in  Particu¬ 
lar,  will  be  inquired  into  hereafter,  when  I 
come  to  confider  the  Doctor’s  fecond  Letter. 
At  prefent,  I  fhall  pafs  over  the  next  Paragraph 
of  his  firft  Letter,  which  relates  only  to  Mr. 
Hillmans  Cafe,  and  proceed  to  that  which 
contains  the  Cafe  of  his  Friend,  Mr.  Samuel 
Crooker ,  the  Hofler ,  from  whom  I  prefume,  he 
learnt  that  Ingenious  phrafe  “,  fee  ditto f  which 
he  makes  ufe  of  in  quoting  Paffages  from 
Books. 

W  E  are  here  told  that ,  notwithflanding  My 
EVASIONS ,  any  Readers  may  eafily  be  Con - 
vinced ,  that  the  Fever  was  of  the  fame  Kmd \ 
in  London ,  as  in  the  Wefl  \  or  as  the  Dodtor  Ex- 
preffes  it,  there  as  here  *  This  I  think  may  be 
called  labouring  hard  to  find  out  matter  for  abufe, 

I  had 
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I  had  taken  Notice,  in  the  Inquiry  that  the 
fever,  which  the  Author  of  the  Oblervations 
(viz.  Mr.  Daniel  Cox)  had  given  a  delcription 
of,  appear’d  to  differ*  in  fome  effemial  Cir- 
cumftances,  from  that  which  prevail'd  in  the 
Wefc  at  the  time  when  I  writ  that  Treatife. 
This  is  a  plain  matter  of  Fadt,  which  Dr. 
Hele  has  not  denied,  but  only  endeavour’d  to 
explain  away  ;  and  no  Body  furely  but  him- 
felf  would  have  thought  of  acculing  a  Perfon 
of  Evafions ,  upon  no  better  grounds  than  this. 
But  the  Word  Evafiom  muft,  it  feems,  be 
brought  in  whether  it  was  in  the  right  or  wrong 
Place,  and  yet  this  is  the  Man  who  thinks  I 
have  done  him  wrong  in  accujing  him  of  Ca¬ 
lumny  Let  us  fuppofe  now,  for  Arguments 
fake,  that  the  Fever  in  London  was  the  fame, 
in  all  Refpedls,  with  that  in  the  Weft.  It 
wou'd  not  neceffarily  follow,  that  Dr.  Hele  s, 
and  Mr.  Cox’s  Method  of  treating  it  was  bright, 
iior  would  half  a  fcore  Inftances  of  Perfons 
who  are  faid  by  Mr.  Cox  to  have  been  Re¬ 
cover’d,  by  means  of  Bleeding,  Bliftering,  &cm 
as  I  have  obferv’d  before  -f,  prove  Bleeding  to 
have  been  in  general  good  Practice,  when  twen¬ 
ty  times  that  Number  of  Cafes  might  eafily  be 
produc’d,  in  which  it  has  been  prejudicial,  if 
not  fatal.  But  how  do  thefe  Fevers  appear 
to  have  been  of  the  fame  Kind  ?  Why,  lays 
Dr.  Hele ,  “  the  Symptoms  enumerated  by  both  IVri - 
ters  (viz.  the  Author  of  the  Obfervations ,  and 
My-ielf )  are  as  near  as  pofjible  the  fame ,  except 

D  jome 
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fome  few,  mention  d  by  the  Dr.  (/.  e.  the  Author 
of  the  Inquiry ,)  which  arife  chiefly  from  Mif 
management This  the  Dr.  thought  a  fhrew’d 
Remark,  no  doubt,  and,  that  his  meaning  might 
not  be  miftaken,  he  took  care  to  have  the 
Word  Mifmanagement  printed  in  Italicks .  I 
am  afraid  there  will  appear  to  have  been  fome 
Mifmanagement  in  this  proceeding,  if  we  in¬ 
quire  into  it,  I  (hall  therefore  beftow  a  Word 
or  two  upon  it. 

THE  Circumflances  in  which  the  Fever, 
defcrib’d  in  the  Obfervations ,  chiefly  differ’d 
from  that  which  raged  in  the  Weft,  were 
thefe.  Firji ,  That  it  was  attended  with  a 
different  State  of  Blood.  And  Secondly ,  That 
it  invaded  People  of  a  different  Conflitution, 
and  ufed  to  a  different  way  of  Life.  Thefe 

are  the  Circumflances, - 1  fay,  or  Symptoms 

(fince  the  Dr.  will  have  it  fo)  mention’d  by  me, 
in  which  the  two  Difeafes  differ’d,  and  of 
Courfe  requir’d  a  different  Treatment.  As  to 
the  State  of  the  Blood,  I  obferv’d,  that  it  ap¬ 
pear’d,  in  general,  to  be  in  a  Colliquative, 
diffolv’d,  or  broken  State,  without  the  leafl 
appearance  of  Sizeynefs,  but  thac,  fometimes, 
after  a  third  or  fourth  Bleeding,  it  appear  d  to 
have  a  yellowifh  Coat  upon  it.  The  fame  was 
obferv’d  at  Briflol ,  Worcefiery  and  many  other 
Places  where  the  Fever  fhew’d  itfelf,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Accounts  which  I  have  had  of  ir3 
from  experienc’d  Phyficians  in  thofe  Places. 
But  Mr.  Coxy  and  Dr.  Hele  after  him,  (as  he 
%s  himfelf )  obferv’d,  that  tU  Bkad  was  ge- 
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nemlly  Sizey  M  Now  fuppofing  thefe  two 
Gentlemen  to  have  feen  a  few  Inftances  of  Per- 
fons,  whofe  Blood  was  Sizey,  would  this  be  a 
Proof  that  the  contrary  State  of  Blood  was 
owing  to  Mifmanagement  ?  No  Body,  but  fuch 
a  Reafoner  as  the  Letter-writer,  I  believe, 
wou’d  fay  fo.  For  the  Blood  was  generally 
found  to  be  in  this  diflolved,  and  broken  State, 
in  the  very  Beginning  of  the  Difeafe,  before 
any  Medicine  had  been  ufed. 

AND,  indeed,  I  never  heard  of  any  Fhy- 
licians,  except  Dr.  Hele ,  and  his  Favourite  Mr. 
Cox,  who  would  venture  to  bleed  their  Pa¬ 
tients  after  the  Difeafe  had  continued  any 
length  of  Time. 

THE  contrary  State  of  Blood  indeed  very 
often  arifes  from  Mifmanagement,  and  a  Lentor 
of  Blood,  which  has  fometimes  been  miftaken 
for  an  inflammatory  Size ,  may  be  produced  by 
Bleeding ;  as  happen’d  in  Mr.  Hillman's  Cafe, 
whofe  Blood  did  not  appear  to  have  the  leaft 
Size  upon  it,  till  the  fourth  Bleeding ;  which 
made  me  fay  in  the  Inquiry ,  that  there  was  no 
inflammatory  Size  upon  it. 

TO  come  now  to  the  feeond  Particular,  in 
which  the  Fever  defcribed  in  the  Obfervatmis, 
and  the  Weft  Country  Fever  differ’d  :  The 
following  Paffage,from  the  Inquiry  I  hope, 
will  fliew  whether  this  Difference  was  owing, 
to  Mifmanagement  or  not.  In  London,  ac- 
u  cording  to  the  Obfer nations,  The  Fever 
<c  chiefly  invaded  People  of  a  fanguine  Ha« 
y  bit  in  the  prime  of  their  Lives,  ufed  to  good 

D  2  living* 
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tfC  living,  efpecially  as  to  Eating,  and  very 
“  rarely  Perfons  of  a  fpare  Habit  of  Body, 
Ci  accuftomed  to  a  very  temperate  way  of 
u  Life  ;  whereas  all  over  the  Weft,  juft  the 
“  reverfe  of  this  has  been  the  Cafe  It  be- 
te  gan  in  every  Place  amongft  the  lower  fort 
tc  of  People,  and  the  poor  Manufacturers, whom 
c  we  can  hardly  fuppofe  to  have  injured  their 
“  Conftitutions  by  high  Feeding,  &c.” 

THIS  is  another  of  the  Particulars  which 
Dr.  Hele  fays  arofe  from  Mif management.  I 
wont  pretend  to  fay  whofe  Mifmanagement  it 
was  owing  to,  that  the  Fever  fell  chiefly  upon 
the  poorer  fort  of  People,  but  I  will  venture 
to  affirm,  that  it  was  neither  owing  to  Dr. 
Hele  s  Mifmanagement,  nor  mine,  and  there¬ 
fore  I  think  we  ought  not  to  concern  ourfelves 
about  it.  What  Share  of  Candour  muft  that 
Man  have  who  will  run  headlong  into  fuch 
Abfurdities  as  thefe  rather  than  not  gratify  a 
*W  ant  on  Appetite  of  Slandering  and  Defaming  ? 

THE  next  Sentence,  which  occurs  in  the 
Dr’s.  Letter,  having  no  Connexion  with  what 
went  before,  tho'  it  feems  to  be  brought  m 
by  way  of  Inference,  I  fhall  pafs  it  over  with¬ 
out  farther  Notice,  efpecially  as  it  contains, 
if  I  underftand  it  rightly,  an  affirmation  of  a 
Propofition  which  I  never  yet  denied,  viz. 
“  that  Peripneumonies ,  and  Inf  animations  of  the 
Throat,  may  be  prevented,  or  relieved :  by  re¬ 
peated

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*e  peated  Bleeding ,  tho  for  want  of  it  they  often 
«c  'prove  fatal”  and  this  is  indeed  the  only 
Propofition,  in  his  whole  Letter,  to  which  I 
can  readily  fubfcribe  my  Affent. 

I  have  already  dwelt  too  long  upon  this 
tirefome  Paragraph  but  the  Dr.  I  am  afraid, 
wou’d  think  1  did  not  do  him  Juftice,  fhou’d 
I  not  take  Notice  of  Mr,  Samuel  Crooker  §  Cafe, 
with  which  it  Concludes. 

IT  does  not  appear,  from  the  Dodor’s  Be- 
fcription  of  this  Cafe,  of  what  Kind  this  Fever 
was,  but  if  it  was  truly  of  the  Epidemick  Kind, 
I  might  tell  him  that  one  Swallow  makes  no 
Summer ,  nor  is  one  Angle  Cafe  fufficient  to 
ground  any  Rule  of  Pradice  on.  This  Cafe, 
indeed,  feems  to  have  been  brought  in,  not 
v/ith  a  defign  to  prove  Vencefechon  to  be  good 
Pradice  in  the  Epidemick ,  or  to  (hew  that 
Fever  to  have  been  inflammatory  ;  but  to  ac¬ 
quaint  the  Foblick  what  an  exrraordinary  Cure 
was  perform’d  upon  Mr.  Samuel  Crooker ,  a 
Hofiery  who  lives  next  Door  to  the  Sign  of  the 
Crofs-Keys  in  this  City . 

THIS,  I  fay,  feems  to  have  been  the  Dr’s, 
defign  in  introducing  the  Cafe,  fince  I  can 
hardly  think  a  Perfon,  of  Dr.  Helens  profound 
Judgment,  wou’d  produce  a  Cafe,  in  fupportof 
the  Pradice  of  Ven tffetf ion ,  in  which  very  Cafe 
it  appears  to  have  been  bad  Pradice.  Let  us 
hear  his  own  Account  of  this  Matter.  u  Mr. 
Crooker  had  a  Fever,  was  bled  for  it,  and  af¬ 
terwards  had  a  profufe  Eruption  of  Blood  from 
the  Nofe,  His  Symptoms  (not  the  Symptoms  of 
his  Dileafe)  were  much  abated,  and  tho '  he  was 

blooded 
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blooded  twice  more  in  the  Arm ,  he  had  a  fecond 
large  Haemorrhage,  of  the  fame  Kind ,  within  two 
Days ,  which  proved  a  compleat  Salutary  Crifisy 
And  happy  it  was  for  him  that  it  did  fo  ;  fince 
the  repeated  Bleeding  was  the  mod  likely  Me¬ 
thod  to  prevent  fuch  a  Crifs .  And  indeed  the 
Dr.  feems  to  allow  as  much,  for  the  unfortun¬ 
ate  Particle,  (thoy)  implies,  that,  notwithftand- 
ing  all  fuitable  means  were  ufed  to  prevent  a 
Crifls ,  yet  Nature  was  ftrong  enough  to  bring 
on  a  compleat  Salutary  Crifls*  and  defeat  the 
Do&or. 

BUT  to  bring  my  Remarks  upon  this  Pa¬ 
ragraph  to  a  Conclufion ;  tho’  the  Cafe  of  Mr. 
Crooker  may  perhaps  (hew  that  a  low  deprejsd 
Pulfe  and  a  full  and  flrong  one  may,  in  fome 
few  Inftances,  proceed  from  the  fame  Caufe, 
viz.  a  fulnefs  of  the  Vefiels,  and  require  the 
fame  manner  of  Treatment,  yet  it  does  not 
follow  that  this  is  generally  true,  as  Mr.  Cox 
afferts  and  Dr.  Hele,  after  him,  feems  to 
think.  If  a  low  deprefsd  Pulfe  did  generally  pro¬ 
ceed  from  the  fame  Caufe  as  a  full  and  flrong 
one ,  the  former  wou’d  in  general  be  an  Indica¬ 
tion  for  Bleeding,  which  no  Phyflcian  will  fay 
it  is.  In  fliort,  if  this  Propofition  cou’d  be 
evinced  to  be  generally  true,  it  wou’d  fet  a  fide 
the  principal  Diftindtion  between  high ,  and  low, 

and  nervous  Fevers.

THE  next  Paragraph  of  the  Dodor’s  Letter 
has  been  taken  Notice  of  already,  I  fhall  there¬ 
fore  proceed  to  what,  I  believe,  he  efteemM  to 
be  the  Mafter-piece  of  his  Performance,  which 
runs  thus.  “  I  mujl  indeed  confefs  the  Doblor’s 
<c  Theory  to  be  very  chimerical ,  confus’d ,  incon - 
u  ffent ,  and  hardly  intelligible ;  a  wild  Syftem 
<£  form’d  to  eflablifh  the  Exifence  of  a  putrid 
<c  Acrimony,  but  nothing  proved  ** 

THE  Argument  here  is  of  the  fame  Kind 
with  that  which  he  ufed  before,  viz.  I  am 
fully  perfuaded ,  &c.  but  the  manner  of  intro¬ 
ducing  it  <c,  I  mujl  confefs” ,  is  new,  and  one 
of  thofe  Flowers  in  Rhetorick  with  which  the 
Letter-writer’s  Stile  abounds.  A  great  many 
Arguments,  no  doubt,  were  made  Ufe  of  to 
bring  the  Author  to  confefs  a  Thing  fo  much  to 
his  prejudice  as  what  he  here  confeffes.  But,  to 
pafs  over  his  Rhetorick,  I  mu  ft  acquaint  the 
Letter  writer ,  that,  as  he  has  in  his  palling 
this  fevere  Cenfure  on  me,  only  given  us  his 
private  Opinion,  or  perhaps  the  Opinion  of  his 
Friend  and  Coadjutor  Mr.  Cox>  the  reft  of  the 
World  are  not  obliged  to  regulate  their  Opi¬ 
nions  by  it.  This  won  Vi  be  a  fufficient  An- 
fwer  to  the  Letter-writer ;  but  I  can  acquaint 
him  hkewife,  that  the  Work  which  he  has 
figmatized  in  fuch  a  Manner,  has  had  the 

good 
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good  Fortune  to  meet  with  the  Approbation 
of  Men  (I  had  almoft  faid)  Superior  to  himfelf; 
both  in  Learning  and  Abilities  ;  Men  whofe 
Names,  were  I  to  mention  them,  wou’d  do  me 
almoft  as  much  Honour  as  the  Letter -writer  § 

Commendation. -  -  As  to  the  Exiftence  of  a 

putrid  Acrimony ,  which  he  has  taken  a  Dif- 
like  to,  I  lhall  look  upon  it  be  proved,  beyond 
Contradiction,  till  Dr.  Hele  will  be  plealed 
to  fhew  me  in  what  refpedt  the  Arguments, 
which  I  have  ufed  to  prove  it,  are  deficient : 
But  he  will  be  better  pleafed,  I  prefume,  to  fee 
it  proved,  by  another  Hand,  than  by  Mine,  I 
fhall  therefore  refer  him  to  a  Work,  lately 
publifh'd  **  in  which  a  Method  of  treating 
this  very  Fever,  is  judicioufly  laid  down  ;  He 
will  there  fee  Evacutions  of  the  firjl  Fafages 
recommended,  in  the  Beginning  of  the  Difeafe, 
in  order  to  carry  off  that  acrid  Matter ,  which 
ferves  for  Fuel  to  the  Fever;  he  will  there  fee 
the  celerity  of  the  Pulfe ,  in  putrid  Fevers ,  very 
rationally  deduced  from  the  acrimony  and 
difolution  of  the  Blood ;  nay  more,  he  will 
there  fee  his  Favourite  Practice  of  repeated 
Vencejedlion  condemn'd,  (unlefs  in  fome  particu¬ 
lar  Cafes)  for  a  Reafon,  which  I  had  before 
made  Ufe  of,  viz .  becaufe  the  Patient’s  Strength 
will  not,  in  general,  allow  of  it. 

TO  conclude,  He  will  there  fee  plentiful 
Dilution  recommended  in  this  Fever,  and  may 
perhaps,  be  taught,  that  dilution  and  di Ablu¬ 
tion  of  the  Blood,  are  very  different  Things, 
(tho’  he  has  confounded  them  together  •f')  and 

that 
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that  diluting  of  the  Blood,  and  wafhing  off  it's 
Salts,  is  the  moft  certain  Way  to  prevent  it’s 
Diffolution.  All  this^  I  fay*  he  will  fee*  and  a 
great  deal  more,  which  he,  at  prefent,  Jfeenis 
Unacquainted  with,  and  then,  1  hope,  he  will 
be  convinced,  that  my  ’Theory  is  not  that  chime¬ 
ric  al,  inconfiftent  Thing*  which  he  has  repre- 
fented  it  to  be,  and  that  there  is  no  impro¬ 
priety,  or  contradiction  ($)  in  ordering  dilut* 
ing  Liquors  where  the  \ texture  of  the  Blood  is 
too  much  difolvd  before ,  nor  in  prefcribing  Eva * 
cuations  in  a  nervous  Fever. 

We  are  now  got  to  the  Coftclufion  of  thi& 
notable  Letter*  in  which  the  Writer,  ^ uixote - 
like,  has  raifed  a  Giant ,  in  his  own  Imagination* 
and  then  fallen  to  hacking  him  in  Pieces.  He 
ftrft  fuppofes  my  Reafoning  to  be  Hypothetical * 
and  then  furnifhes  us  with  aDeclamation  againffc 
Hypothefes.  But*  fuppofing  my  Reafoning  to  be 
Hypothetical ,  wou’d  it  neceffarily  follow  that  it 
muft  be  falfe  ?  Sydenham ,  whom  he  has  prefs  d 
to  his  Affiftance,does  not  tell  him  fo.  The  Let- 
ter-Writer  had  given  us  many  Specimens  of 
his  Reafoning  and  was  willing,  before  he  con¬ 
cluded,  to  fhew  that  his  Reading  was  equal  to 
it,  and  therefore  quoted  Sydenham ,  and  Dr0 
hr  i  end's  Eptflle  Dedicatory  to  Dr.  Frew  in.  But 
if  he  had  fludied  Sydenham  more,  and  Prefaces 
and  Epijlles  Dedicatory  lefs,  he  wou’d  have  feen 
that  that  Great  Author  is  far  from  condemn¬ 
ing  all  Hypothefes ,  in  the  Grofs,  as  he  does. 
The  following  Paffage  from  Sydenham ,  is  a 
Proof  of  what  1  have  now  advanced.  16  Bu^ 

E  “  tho' 
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cc  tho’  all  Hypothefes  founded  on  Philofophi'- 

cal  Reafonings  are  quite  Ufelefs,  finee  no  Man 
u  is  polfeffed  of  intuitive  Knowledge,,  fo  as  to 
“  be  able  to  lay  down  fuch  Principles,  as  he 
c‘  may  immediately  build  upon;  yet  when  they 
ic  Refult  from  Fads,  and  thofe  Obfervations 
cc  only,  which  Pradical  and  Natural  Phenomena 
li  afford, they  will  remain  fix’t  and  unfhaken/’* 

THE  late  Dr.  Friend ,  whatever  the  Let¬ 
ter-writer  may  think  of  him,  was  no  Enemy 
io  fuch  Hypothefes  as  Sydenham  here  fpeaks  of, 
of  which  his  Reafoning  throughout  the  very 
Book,  which  the  Letter-writer  here  refers  to, 
as  well  as  his  Emmenologia ,  is  a  flagrant  Proof 
And  I  fhou’d  almoft  as  foon  have  expected  to 
have  feen  the  Author  of  the  Difertation  upon 
Hypochondriacal  and  Hyfterical  Affedions,  quo* 
ted  as  an  Enemy  to  Hypothefes ,  as  Dr.  Frie?:d . 

I  F  Dr.  Hele  will  fhew  me  that  1  have  made 
ufe  of  any  Hypothefes  which  do  not  refult 
from  Fads  and  Obfervations,  I  will  then  own 
fny  Reafoning  to  be  Falfe;  but  till  then  my 
Hypothefes  will,  I  prefume,  continue  fteady  and 
unfhaken,  in  fpite'  of  the  Dr’s,  weak  Efforts 
tofubvert  them. 

Sydenham ,  indeed,  has  often  been  prejsd  into 
the  Service  of  Empiricifrny  and  fome  have  gone 
fo  far,  as  to  make  him  difcountenancc  all 
Reading  §,  as  well  as  Reafoning,  in  Phyfick,  (a 
Circumftance  which  has  perhaps  recommend¬ 
ed  him  to  fome)  but  Sydenham  himfelf  talks  in 
another  Strain.  He  allows  the  great  Ufefulnefs 

of

of  Anatomy  in  enabling  Pbyficians  the  better 
to  form  right  conceptions  of  the  Nature,  and 
Caufes  of  fome  Difeafes.  He  maintains  that 
the  Pra&ice  of  Phyfick  chiefly  confifts  in  be¬ 
ing  able  to  difcover  the  true  curative  Indicati¬ 
ons  ;  which  Indications,  he  affirms,  are  to  be 
taken  only  from  the  immediate  Caufes  of  Difea¬ 
fes  5  things  which  the  Empirick  is  intirely  unr 
unaquainted  with.  He  fpeaks  very  freely  of 
the  Inutility  of  particular  Obfervations ,  which 
the  Empirick  wholly  relies  upon.  He  was  far 
from  thinking  it  reafonable  to  learn  Phyfick  by 
Experiments  alone ,  which  mujl  neceJJ'arily  be 
made  at  the  Hazard  of  Life ,  and  therefore 
made  ufe  of  all  the  helps  which  the  Age  he 
lived  in  would  afford  him.  In  ffiorr,  if  the 
tracing  cut  the  feat  and  Caufes  of  Difeafes,  from 
their  Obvious  and  fenfible  Effedls,  muff  be  called 
Theorizing,  Sydenham  was  a  Yheorift,  and  fo 
far  every  Phyfician  may  efteem  it  an  Honour 
tq  be  deem’d  a  Thgorifl. 

To  conclude,  if  what  Sydenham  here  calls  Hy¬ 
pothecs  were  to  be  excluded,  all  reafoning  what- 
foever  muff  be  excluded  likewife.  And  now  let 
me  ask  Dr.  Hele  what  he  thinks  would  be  the 
Confequence  ?  He  might  indeed,  juftly  expedt 
to  be  preferred  before  a  Young  Pradiitioner  :  But 
would  not  every  Apothecary,  or  Old  Nurfe,  who 
has  had  a  longer  Experience  than  himfelf,  be 
as  juftly  preferr’d  before  him  ?  Would  not  all 
Reading  and  Study,  the  Knowledge  of  Ana¬ 
tomy, Chemiftry,  and  all  the  Sciences  fubfervient 
to  the  Art  of  Healing,  be  at  once  rendred  ufelefs 
$nd  Superfluous  ?  And  would  not  Phyfick  it- 

£  z  f  felf 
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felf  he  reduced  to  Quackery  or  Empiricifm  ? 
I yr.Hele  cannot  deny  but  that  this  wou’d  be 
the  Coniequence.  1  muft  caution  him,  there¬ 
fore, to  take  CVe  how  he  talks  againft  Reafon- 
ing  for  the  Future,  leatt  Inferences  (hould  be 
drawn  from  thence  by  no  means  to  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  his  Chara&er  5  and  leaft  he  (hould  be 
thought  to  declaim  againft  Theory, only  becaufe 
Theory  is  againft  him.  For  it  is  an  eftablifh’d 
Truth,  at  leaft  amongft  Phyficians ,  that  no  Man 
is  ever  againft  Reafon,  unlefs  Reafon  be  firft 
of  all  againft  him.

UPON

IN  my  Remarks  upon  the  Do&or’s  for¬ 
mer  Letter,  I  had  chiefly  occafion  to  con- 
fider  the  Force  of  his  Reafoning,  and  the  Ex - 
tenjivenefs  of  his  Reading ;  I  (hall  now  take 
Notice  of  his  Dexterity  in  managing  a  Contro- 
verfy,  and  his  ftridt  Regard  to  Truth  :  In  do¬ 
ing  which,  I  (haft  endeavour  to  preferve  that 
Temper  and  Moderation,  which  the  Warmth 
of  the  Doctor's  Pen  has  •{*  fometimes  caufed

towards  me.  As  this  Letter  relates  alrnoft 
intirely  to  Mr.  Hillman 's  Cale,  I  flaall  endeavour 
to  be  as  Concife  in  my  Remarks  upon  it,  as 
the  Difcovery  of  Truth  in  fo  important  a  Mat¬ 
ter  of  Faffi,  (to  make  ufe  of  the  Do&or's 
Phrafe)  and  as  his  diffufive,  not  to  fay  tedi¬

I  fhall  confider  each  of 
thefe  particulars,  in  it’s  Turn,  as  well  as  iome 
others,  relating  to  Mr.  Hillmans  Cafe,  which 
are  mention'd  in  the  Dodfor’s  firff  Letter ;  in 
doing  which,  I  hope,  I  fhall  fully  fhew  the 
two  former  to  be  weak  and  groundlefs ,  antj 
and  the  latter  to  be  a  downright  Calumny \ \  and, 
I  think,  I  have  been  favourable  to  the  Dodtor 
in  not  giving  it  a  more  reproachful  Appellati¬ 
on.  All  this,  I  hope,  I  fhall  fully  fhew,  in  the 
Profecution  of  thefe  Remarks;  but  before  I 
proceed  any  farther,  it  will  be  necefiary  ta 
premife  the  Defcription  of  Mr.  Hillman  s  Cafe, 
which  has  given  Occafion.  to  all  this  Load  of 
Slander  and  Decradtion.

tC  Let  us  fuppofe  farther  that,  in  thefe  Cir- 
“  cumflances,  the  Patient  fhou'd,  thro *  ill  Ad- 
tC  vice,  lofe  a  pretty  large  Quantity  of  Blood, 
u  from  his  Arm,  which  fhould  appear  to  have 
no  inflammatory  Size  upon  it,  but  rather

“  that  the  Pulfe  fhou’d  grow  more  weak  and 
6C  languid  upon  Bleeding,  and  that  the  anxiety,

,c  grow  Worfe  ;  and  fuppofe  the  difeafe 
iC  fhou’d  be,  at  lad,  o’ercome  by  Vomiting, 
Blifters,  Cordial  and  Diaphoretick  Medi- 
“  cines;  fuppofmg  the  Circumdances  to  be  as 
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#t  I  have  here  defcrib’d  them,  no  Man,  who 
cc  is  acquainted  with  the  Hiflory  of  Difeaje 
wou’d,  I  prefume,  call  fuch  a  Difeafe  ari 
<c  infammatory  One ,  or  what  is  fiill  more 
<c  ftrange,  An  Inflammation  of  the  Mem - 
“  branes  of  the  Brain,  but  wou'd  rather 
<fi  give  it  the  Title  it  deferves  of  a  flow  and 
“  nervous  Fever.”  * 

1  N  order  to  make  a  right  Judgment  of  any 
literary  Performance  whatfoever,  it  is  necefiary 
to  have  a  Regard  to  its  main  Defign,  and  the 
intention  of  the  Author.  The  Reader,  there¬ 
fore,  will  be  pleafed  to  ohferve,  that  the  pur¬ 
port  or  defign  of  this  Cafe  was  to  fliew,  (as 
appears  from  the  Words  themfelves)  that  a 
Fever,  attended  with  fuch  Symptoms,  as  are 
there  defcribed,  could  not  properly  be  Ailed 
an  Inflammatory  One,  much  lefs  an  Inflamma¬ 
tion  of  the  Membranes  of  the  Brain ,  it  having  no 
fign.s  of  fuch  an  Inflammation.  This  being 
premifed,  it  is  evident  that  all  Objections  to 
the  manner  of  ftating  this  Cafe,  which  do  not 
tend  to  prove  it  to  be  an  Inflammatory  One* 
mu  ft  be  trifling,  and  foreign  to  the  purpofe; 
and  of  this  kind  Dr.  Hele  s  Objections  will 
hereafter  appear  to  be.  But  to  proceed. 

THE  Paflfage,  which  1  have  juft  now  quo¬ 
ted,  contains  the  Remarkable  Cajf  concerning 
which  fuch  a  terrible  Outcry  of  Mifreprefen-

repeated  Bleeding. 

Dr.  Hele  has  indeed  charg’d  me  with 
laying,  in  my.  Letter  to  him,  that  I  had  not 
reprefented  Mr .  Hilmans  Cafe  at  all *  (§)  and*  in 
confequence  thereof,  with  aflerting  an  Untruth . 
Buc  the  whole  Tenour  of  that  Letter  evidently 
fhews  the  charge  to  be  rank  Calumny,  as  any 
one  will  be  ealily  convinced  who  will  take  the 
Pains  to  read  it  There  is,  indeed,  a  Paflage 
in  that  Letter  to  the  following  purpofe,  “  But

to  exercife  his  Talent  at  Prevarication,  for  he 
has  not  fo  far  forgot  his  Grammar,  I  hope,  as 
not  to  have  leen  that  the  Particle  'This  related 
to  what  went  juft  before,  and  that  the  meaning 
of  the  whole  Sentence  was  no  more,  than  that 
I  had  not  reprefented  Mr.  Hillmans  Cafe  at  all, 
in  that  particular  Paffage,  where  I  faid  he 
grew  worfe  upon  Bleeding .  If  Dr.  Hele  fhoifd 
tell  me,  that  he  recover'd  a  Perfon  out  of  an 
Hydrophoby ,  by  applying  a  Bhfter  round  the 
Patient's  Neck,  I  fhould  not  call  it  reprefenting 
a  Cafe,  but  only  giving  an  Opinion ,  and  an  odd 
One  too,  upon  it.

oblerve,  that  the  Word  Mifreprefent ,  if  I  un¬ 
derhand  it  rightly,  is  applicable  to  Fails  alone, 
and  not  to  Matters  of  Opinion  ;  it  being  little 
better  than  Nonfenfe  to  fay,  that  aperfon  Mif¬ 
reprefent  s  a  Cafe,  by  giving  it  as  his  Opinion, 
that  fuch  or  fuch  a  Remedy  was  ferviceable,  or 
the  Contrary.  My  Opinion  was  that  the  Pa¬ 
tient  grew  Worfe  upon  Bleeding  ;  Dr.  Hele  was 
of  a  different  Opinion.  I  have,  therefore  as 
much  Reafon  to  affirm  that  Dr.  Hele  has  miff- 
reprefen  ted  the  Cafe,  as  he  has  to  fay  the  con¬ 
trary.

THUS,  I  think,  Mr.  Hillman  has  fairly  ac¬ 
quitted  me  from  the  Charge  of  mifreprefentiug 
Facts,  and,  indeed,  never  fo  much  as  intended  to 
accufe  me  of  it,tho’  he  has  been  unwarily  drawn 
into  do  it,  in  Appearance ,  Whether,  or  no,I  was 

miftaken 
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miflaken  in  ?ny  'Judgment ,  will  appear  hearaftcr 
But  I  muft,  at  prefent  take  Notice  of  ano¬ 
ther  Circumftance  in  his  firft  Letter  to  Dr.  Hele. 
Mr.  Hillman  there  fays,  that  He  found1  Relief 
by  Bleeding,  Dr.  Hele  affirms  the  fame,  nay 
more,  he  fays,  that  all  the  dangerous  Symptoms 
went  of,  in  half  an  Hour  after  the  fourth  Bleed¬ 
ing  (t).  All  I  fhall  fay,  as  to  the  Improbability 
of  this  furprizing  Cure,  is,  that  the  Dodtor,  I 
prefume,  is  not  as  yet  endued  with  a  Power  of 
working  Miracles,  tho’he  may  perhaps  be  ar¬ 
rived,  in  his  own  Opinion,  at  Infallibility .  But  I 
muft  obferve  that  Relief  is  a  word  of  ambigu¬ 
ous  Signification,  and  may  mean  either  a  tran- 
fienqor  a  lading  Relief  >  an  Abatement  of  the 
Symptoms  of  a  Difeafe,  or  of  the  Difeafe  itfelf. 
Thus,  for  Inftance,a  Perfon,  who  has  almoft  de¬ 
ft  roy’d  his  Conftitution  by  Hard  drinking,  is  re¬ 
lieved  by  every  Dram  he  takes,  but  no  body  will 
fay,  he  is  ever  the  nearer  being  freed  from 
his  Diforder,  by  drinking  Spirituous  Liquors . 
And  thus  a  Perfon  in  a  Fever  may  think  him~ 
felf  reliev’d  by  Bleeding,  or  may  receive  pre¬ 
fent  Eafe  from  thence,whilft,  at  the  fame  time, 
it  may  weaken  his  Conftitution,  retard  the 
Crifis,  and  render  the  Difeafe  more  obftinate 
and  Dangerous.  And  this  was  really  the  Cafe 
during  the  late  Epidemick  Fever,  as  I  have 
obferv’d,  in  the  Inquiry,  in  fpeaking  of  the 
Method  of  treating  it  atj BriJlol.*“  Some  ad- 
<6  vifed  Bleeding  to  relieve  the  Plead,  upon  a 
€c  Suppofition,  that  the  Delirium  was  occasioned 
by  an  Inflammation  of  the  Brain .  This  Me- 

ts  thod

This 
Obfervation  is  not  my  Own,  on  which  account 
it  may  probably  be  thought  more  Worthy  of 
the  Do&or’s  Notice. 

THE  Relief  which  Mr.  Hillman  found  (if 
he  found  any)  was  of  a  tranfient  momentary 
kind,  for  after  he  had  been  bled  three  times, 
(tho’  he  is  faid  to  have  found  Relief  by  every 
Bleeding,  (*)  he  was, by  Dv.Hele  sown  Confefii- 
on,  in  a  more  dangerous  Condition,  than  he 
had  been  at  all.  Which  the  DoBor  moft  Sa- 
gaciouily  imputed  to  his  not  having  been  bled 
enough  (f). 

WHO  would  not  think  now,  from  a  View 
of  our  Author’s  Practice,  that  there  was  no¬ 
thing  to  be  done,  in  curing  Fevers, but  to  bleed, 
and  bleed  again,  till  the  Fever  was  utterly  ex- 
tinguifh’d,  or  till  not  afingle  drop  of  Feverijh 
Blood  was  left  in  the  Patient’s  Veins.  *Tis 
true,  indeed,  Fevers  may  be  cured  this  Way; 
but  then,  tho*  we  may  cure  the  Fever,  we 
have  a  Chance  to  kill  the  Patient.  It  is  an  Ob¬ 
fervation  of  the  great  Dr.  Boerhaave f,  thac 
“  more  Patients  die  becaufe  a  Fever  is  cured 
u  than  becaufe  it  is  not  Cured  (£),”  Which,  tho* 
it  may  feem  to  fome  a  Paradox,  is  yet  a  very 
juft  Remark.  For  a  Fever  is  an  Inftrument 
which  Nature  makes  Ufe  of  to  remove,  or 

expel!

J  Plures  aegros  mori  quia  Febris  Sanatur,  quam  quia  non 
Sanatur. 
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expell  fomething  which  is  prejudicial  to  the 
Body,  If  therefore,  we  deftroy  the  Fever,  be¬ 
fore  the  offending  Matter  is  removed, or  before 
Nature  has  had  time  to  prepare  and  fit  it  for 
Expulfion,  we  prevent  her  from  elfedting  what 
fhe  intended  by  it,  and  either  deftroy  the  Pa¬ 
tient,  or  bring  on  a  worfe  Difeafe.  This  is  a 
truth  which  all  Phyficians  know,  and  there- 

fore  it  wou’d  be  idle  to  infift  upon  it. - Tut 

if  a  Cure  ought  not  to  be  purchas’d  on  fuch 
Terms,  what  fhall  we  fay  to  a  Man  who  will 
venture  to  procure  a  momentary  Relief  at  fo 
dear  a  Price,  as  the  Hazard  of  a  Patient’s 
Life  ? 

I  Proceed  now  to  Mr.  Hillman's  Second  Let¬ 
ter,  in  which  Dr.  Hele  s  artful  Queries,  and 
Mr.  Hillmans  Anfwers  to  them,  are  contain’d. 
I  fhail  firft  infert  the  Queries,  and  afterwards 
(as  I  am  under  no  fear  of  dijobliging  Dr.  Hele,) 
I  (hall  give  a  fuller  and  more  diredt  Anfwer  to 
them,  than  Mr.  Hillman  himfelf  has  done. 

THE  firft:  of  thele  Queries  is  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  Purpofe,  viz,  Whether  Mr.  Hillman  did 
not  find  J'ome  Symptoms  of  a  Plethora ?  *  In  An¬ 
fwer  to  this  Mr  Hillman  fays,  that  He  thought 
he  did,  and  therefore  loft  twelve  Ounces  of 
Blood,  and  took  a  gentle  Purge.  All  I  (hall 
fay  upon  this  Head  is,  that,  if  Mr.  Hillman 
really  had  any  Symptoms  of  a  Plethora ,  in  the 
beginning  of  his  Illnefs,  ( Jor  he  only  thinks  he 
had )  That  Plethora  was  got  the  better  of,  by 
the  Method  which  he  took  with  himfelf,  be¬ 
fore  he  lent  either  for  Dr.  Hele  or  Me.  He  had

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no  Symptoms  of  a  Plethora  when  I  favv  him 
firft,  nor  did  I  hear  any  mention  made  of  fuch 
a  thing  ;  but  on  the  contrary  he  wasfo  far  ex- 
haufted  by  thofe  Evacuations,  that  he  was  o- 
bliged  to  have  recourfe,  pretty  frequently,  to 
Volatile  Medicines ,  fuch  as  Spirit  of  Hartforn ? 
Sal  Volatile ,  and  the  like,  to  prevent  his  falling 
into  fainting  Fits.  Thefe  were  the  Circum- 
ftances  which  I  found  him  in,  at  my  firft  Vi- 
fit,  before  he  had  been  bled  the  fecond  time, 
which  was  the  Reafon  of  my  faying  that  he 
had  no  Plethora . 

QUERY  The  Second,  Whether  it  was  not 
allow'd  by  all  who  attended  Mr.  Hillman 
that  his  Countenance  was  fluff  d  and  the  Blood 
Vejfels  of  the  Eye  very  full  and  turgid  ? 

IN  Anfwer  to  thisQueftion  Mr.  Hillman  re¬ 
fers  the  Gjuerijl  to  Dr.  5  amber,  and  Mr  .Brown, 
becaufe  the  Good  Women  who  attended  him  had 
forgot,  it  feems,  whether  his  Face  was  flufh’d 
or  not. 

I  Do  not  intend  to  enter  into  a  Difertation 
upon  Mr.  Hillmans  Facex  but  I  will  venture  to 
affirm,  that  I  could  not  perceive  any  greater 
Rednefs  in  his  Face,  or  Turgidnefs  in  bis  Eye, 
at  that  time,  than  Ufual.  On  the  Contrary,  I 
thought  that  his  Countenance  was,  in  general, 
rather  Pale  than  Florid ,  efpecially  after  the 
fecond  Bleeding.  The  ftraining  to  Vomir5 
when  he  took  the  Emetick,  brought  on  a  tem¬ 
porary  Flufhing  in  his  Face,  as  it  will  do  in 
any  Man's  who  is  in  perfed  Health.  Befides 
the  Fever  had  it's  Parcxyfms  and  Remiffions , 
and  his  Face  might  be  a  little  flufh’d  lome- 

times, 
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times,  in  the  height  of  the  Fit,  for  ought  I 
know  to  the  Contrary.  All  I  can  fay  is,  that 
there  was  not  that  fettled  Rednefs  in  his  Coun¬ 
tenance  which  is  an  ufual  Attendant  upon  an 
Inflammation  of  the  Brain  *  and  this  is  all  that 
1  faid  in  the  Defcription  of  his  Cafe,  in  the 
Inquiry.  I  may  fay,  therefore,  without  inv 
peaching  the  Veracity  of  the  Doctor  s  Eviden¬ 
ces,  that  I  have  not  mifreprefljited  the  Cafe 
in  this  particular.  (||)  But  wou’d  it  not  make 
one  Smile  to  fee  iuch  a  Group  of  Doffiors 
brought  upon  the  Stage  only  to  prove  that 
Mr.  Hillman  had  a  red  Face,  and  turgid  Eye? 
The  Reafon  for  bringing  them  in  is  likewife 
admirable,  viz,  becaufe  the  good  JVomen  had 
forgot .  The  (hortnefs  of  the  good  Women’s 
Memories  is,  however,  a  little  Strange,  for, 
as  they  are  the  niceft  Obfervers  of  Complexi¬ 
ons,  one  wou’d  think  fuch  a  Material  Circum- 
ftance  fhou’d  not  fo  quickly  have  efcaped  them. 

BUT  now  let  us  hear  the  Doftor’s  grave 
Remarks  upon  this  §>uery.  iC  It  is  proved/’ 
fays  he,  ce  by  undeniable  Evidence  that  the 
<c  Patient  had  a  Flulhing  in  his  Countenance, 
“  and  that  the  Blood  Veflfels  of  the  Eyes  were 
“  full  and  turgid.”

1|  N.  B.  Dr.  S  amber  him  felt  declared,  all  along,  that  there 
was  no  Inflammation  of  the  Brain,  for  a  very  good  Reafon,  viz, 
becaufe  the  Patient  bad  no  Delirium.  I  mull:  obferve  here,  that, 
according  to  Galen,  “  When  a  Perfon  is  trepan’d  for  a  Frac- 
t(  ture  of  the  Scull,  if  an  Inflammation  follows,  which  fome- 
**  times  happens,  a  Delirium  confiantly  enfues.**  De  Locis  AiFec- 
tis,  Lib.  2.  Cap.  5.  but  Dr.  He le  has  proved  the  comraryof 
this,  as  he  fays.  See  Letter  2.  Seft.  3.  Letter  1.  Se£t.  t. 
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THE  Querijl  adds,  a  little  lower/*  This 
very  Symptom  is  a  Material  Circumftance 
in  the  diftindion  of  an  Inflammatory  from  a 
“  Nervous  Fever/'  This  Circumftance,  it 
muft  be  allow’d,  may  help  to  diftinguifh  an 
Inflammation  of  the  Brain ,  from  another  di- 
feafe,  but  I  never  yet  heard  that  it  was  rec¬ 
kon’d  a  material  Circumftance  in  difting uifh- 
ing  Inflammatory  from  Nervous  Fevers.  But 
the  Letter-Writer  feems  to  think  that,  let  a 
Perfon  have  ever  fo  many  Symptoms  of  a  Ner¬ 
vous  Fever,  yet,  provided  he  has  but  a  Red 
Face ,  and  a  turgid  Eye>  one  may  fafely,  pro¬ 
nounce  the  Difeafe  Inflammatory,  and  treat  it 
accordingly.  I  hope,  when  the  Publick  are 
favour'd  with  Dr.  Helds  Aphorisms,  Phis  will 
not  be  forgot.  In  the  mean  time  let  this  be  a 
Caution  to  all  Redfaced  People  to  take  Care 
whofe  Hands  they  fair  into.  But  I  have  done 
with  this  part  of  Mr.  Hillman  s  Letter,  and 
muft  beg  the  Reader's  Pardon  for  having  dwelt 
fo  long  upon  it,  fince  this  is  a  Subjed  much 
more  fit  to  be  difcufled  over  a  Tea-Table^  tha/i 
to  be  laid  before  the  Publick. 

I  Might  have  pafled  over  Dr.  Hele's  third 
^uery,  without  taking  any  Notice  of  it,  fince 
it  does  not  in  the  leaft  concern  me.  But  as 
the  Dodor  looks  upon  it  to  be  a  very  im¬ 
portant  One,  out  of  Complaifance  to  Him,  I 
fhall  here  inferc  it.  (M,  '  , 

Query  Fhe  Third.  Whether  it  was  not  allowed 
by  both  the  Phyflcians  who  attended  Mr.  Hill¬ 
man  ( befides  Dr.  Barker )  and  by  the  apothe¬ 
cary  too ,  that  his  Pulfe  was  fuller  and ftronger y 

before 
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before  the  fourth  Bleeding,  than  it  had  been  at 
any  time  before ,  during  the  whole  Courfe  of  the 
Fever  2 

THE  Intention  of  this  Query  is  to  f hew, 
that  I  had  mifreprefented  Mr.  Hillman's  Cafe, 
by  faying,  that  the  Pulfe  grew  more  weak  and 
languid  upon  Bleeding,  If,  therefore,  it  does 
not  prove  (his  Point,  ir  muft  be  owned  to  be 
trifling  and  foreign  to  the  Purpofe,  When  l 
iaid,  in  the  Inquiry,  *  that  the  Pulfe  grew 
more  weak  and  languid  upon  Bleedings  it  is  evi¬ 
dent,  that  l  cotfd  mean  no  more,  than  that 
it  funk  upon  every  Bleeding,  or  was  more 
languid  afterwards,  than  it  had  been  before. 
Dr.  Hele  lavs,  in  anfwer  to  this,  that  <c  it  is 
u  proved  in  dhedt  Contradi&ion  to  Dr.  Bar- 
t(  ker  that  the  Pulfe  was  fuller  and  ftronger 
<c  before/'  (/.  e ,  immediately  before)  tl  the 
“  fourth  Bleeding,  than  it  had  been  at  all." 
Now,  fuppofing  the  Pulfe  to  have  been  in  this 
State,  what  the  Dodor  here  advances  is  fo  far 
from  direClly  contradicting  that  it  does  not  at  all 
Contradidl ,  what  I  had  laid — For  the  Pulfe 
might  fink  after  the  firft,  fecond,  and  third 
time  of  Bleeding,  and  yet  grow  fuller  again 
before  the  fourth.  There  was  an  Interval 
of  two  Days  between  the  third  and  fourth 
Bleeding,  and,  in  fuch  a  Space  of  Time  the 
Pulfe  may  rife  again,  tho’  it  has  been  funk. 
Did  Dr.  Hele ,  in  his  extenfive  pra&ice,  never 
know  the  Pulfe  to  rife  again,  after  it  had  been 
funk  by  Bleeding  ?  It  would  have  been  un- 
bappy,  Pm  afraid,  for  many  of  his  Patients

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if  he  had  not.  The  Evidence,  therefore,  will 
not  prove  that  I  have  mifreprejented  the  Cafe, 
in  this  particular,  much  lei's  will  it  prove  the 
the  fourth  Bleeding  to  have  been  neceffary, 
fince  a  full  Pulfe  alone  is  not  a  fufficient  In*- 
dication  for  Bleeding,  efpecially  when  the  Di- 
feafe  is  fo  far  advanced  as  it  was  in  Mr. 
Hi  I'm  an  s  Cafe. 

I  Have  already  fhewn  that  the  Evidence, 
which  has  been  brought  againft  me,  in  this 
Point,  wou’d  be  nothing  to  the  Purpofe,  fup- 
pofing  it  did  prove  that  the  Patient,  before 
the  fourth  Bleeding,  had  a  full  ftrong  Pulfe  ; 
but  it  will  be  found  not  to  prove  even  fo  much 
as  this. 

A  S  to  what  Mr.  Brown  is  made  to  fay,  it 
is  no  more  than  that  Mr.  Hillman  had  a  bet • 
ter  Pulfe  to  B!eedy  when  he  was  bled  the  fourth 
Time,  than  he  had  at  the  time  of  the  third 
Bleeding.  I  will  not  deny  the  Truth  of  this, 

.  having  not  been  prefent  when  a  Vein  was 
opened  the  third  Time,  but,  granting  it  to  be 
true,  it  is  a  Truth  which  Dr.  Hele  for  his  own 
Credit,  ought  to  have  concealed.  The  Patient 
was  bled  the  third  Time,  by  Dr.  Hele  s  own  Di¬ 
rections,  without  the  Knowledge,  or  Concur¬ 
rence  of  either  Dr.  Samber  or  myfelf,  tho’ 
both  of  Us  had  been  previoufly  confulted .  Both 
Dr.  Samber  and  myfelfdilapproved  of  this  Bleed¬ 
ing,  when  we  faw  the  Patient  next,  and  found 
to  what  a  weak  Condition  he  was  reduced 
thereby;  and  Dr  .Samber  himfelf  declared,  in 
the  hearing  of  feveraf  of  the  Parient's  Friends, 
that  this  Bleeding  had  better  have  been  let  alone. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Brown’s  Evidence,  therefore,  does  not 
come  up  to  the  Point,  which  is  intended  to  be 
proved  by  it,  (viz.)  that  the  Pulfe  was  fo  full 
as  to  require  another  Bleeding ;  it  only  fhews 
that,  as  the  Pulfe  was  better,  Bleeding  would, 
in  all  probability,  be  lefs  hurtful  than  it  had 
been  before' 

I  Think  it  unneceflary  to  trouble  the  Rea¬ 
der  any  farther  about  a  Hear  fay  Evidence,  and 
I  {hall  not,  therefore,  repeat  what  Mr.  Hill¬ 
man  heard  Dr.  Samber  fay,  at  the  time  of 
his  Jlinefs;  but  I  cannot  help  obferving  that  ic 
is  a  little  Remarkable  that  a  Perfon  of  that 
Gentleman’s  Experience ,  and  Skill  in  his  Pro- 
feffion,  fhou’d  be  fo  pojitive  fas  Mr.  Hillman 
affirms,  upon  the  Strength  of  his  own  Memory, 
that  he  was)  that  a  fourth  Bleeding  would  be 
Serviceable,  when  he  allow’d  the  third  to  have 
been  prejudicial.  I  do  not  fay  this  with  an  In¬ 
tention  to  infinuate  any  thing  to  Mr.  Hillmans 
Difadvanrage,  but  it  is  eafy  to  fay,  How  far  a 
Man’s  Memory  ought  to  be  relied  upon,  con¬ 
cerning  Words  fpoken  at  a  time  when  he  was 
confin’d  to  his  Bed  by  a  very  dangerous  Fever. 

I  F  Dr.  Samber  fhou’d  ever  think  proper  to 
give  in  Evidence,  in  his  own  Perfon,  relating 
to  this  Point,  I  have  the  Evidence  of  another 
ready  to  fet  againft  it,  which  Dr.  Hele  l  am 
fure  will  allow  to  be  of  equal  Authority,  at 
lead  5  and  that  is,  His  Own.  Plow  flrong  and 
full foever  the  Pulfe  may  hegrown/m  Dr.  Heles 
Imagination,  fince  the  Time  of  Mr.  Hillman’s 
Illnefs,  the  Doftor  gave  it,  at  that  time,  the 
Appellation  of  a  Tumbling  Pulse.- —  By 

which 
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which,  I  thought,  was  meant  a  Pulfe  that  was 
Jinking  and  unfleady  ;  for  fuch  the  Pulfe  ap¬ 
pear’d  to  me  to  be.  — - The  Appellation, 

indeed,  was  new  to  me,  and  tho*  I  hive  con- 
fulted  Galen,  concerning  the  Difference  of 
Puljes ,  fince  that  Time,  1  have  not  been  able 
to  meet  with  any  Defcriprion  of  it  ;  tho’  that 
laborious  Writer  has  taken  Notice  of  no 
lefs,  than  Fifty  different  kinds  of  Pulfes.  It 
has  been  obferved  long  ago  (*),  that  a  Perfon 
ought  to  be  skilled  in  Mufick,and  even  in  Geo¬ 
metry,  before  he  can  perfedly  underhand  the 
Pulfe  ;  but  what  Profejfton  or  Science ,  will  bell 
Qualify  a  Man  to  underhand  a  Tumbling  Pulje, 
I  do  not  pretend  to  fay.  I  did  nor,  indeed,  make 
any  mention  of  the  Tumbling  Pulfe  in  my  De- 
fcription  of  Mr.  Hillman  s  Cafe,  for  a  Reafon 
which  the  Sagacious  Reader  will  eafily  find  out. 

I  cannot  difmifs  this  Subjed  without  taking 
Notice  of  the  Notable  Anticlimax  which  Dr. 
Hele  has  fallen  into, in  hating  this  third  Query ; 
for  he  asks,  whether  it  was  not  allow'd  by  Both 
the  Phyjicians ,  and  by  the  Apothecary  too, that  the 
Pulfe  was  fuller  &c.  than  it  had  been  at  all  ? 
I  could  not  help  thinking,  when  I  read  this 
Query,  on  thofe  two  celebrated  Lines,  which 
are  taken  Notice  of  by  Mr.  Addison  ; 

Not  only  London  ecchoes  with  thy  Fame, 
But  alfo  IJlington  has  heard  the  fame. 

I  wont  pretend  to  penetrate  into  the  D odor’s 
Motive  for  paying  this  Compliment  to  the  Apo¬ 
thecary's  Judgment  in  the  Art  of  Pulfe  feeling. 
But  1  muff  fay  that  he  has  paid  but  an  in¬ 
different

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different  Compliment  to  Dr.  Samber  by  it,  no 
more  than  he  has  done  to  himfelf ;  But  this 
might  be  owing  to  his  Modefty. 

I  have  now  done  with  the  particulars  which 
I  have  been  accufed  of  Mifreprefenting  ;  and  I 
believe,  the  Reader  is,  by  this  time,  convinced 
that  I  have  made  good  what  I  promifed  in 
my  Advertifement  relating  to  thi<  Subject  (*) 
viz,  have  (hewn,  “  that  notwithftanding  the 
cC  Clamour  which  has  been  railed  about  Mi/re - 
“  prejentation ,  not  fo  much  as  a  Jingle  Faci 
cc  is  proved  to  have  been  willfully  mifrepre - 
“  fentedy  To  Sum  up  the  Matter  in  few 
Words;  the  Particulars,  which  I  have  been  ac¬ 
cufed  of  mifreprefenting,  are  only  three.  It 
is  laid  that  I  have  reprefented  the  Ca  fa  unfairly y 
with  relation,  Firjl ,  To  the  Plethora  ;  Second¬ 
ly,  To  the  Rednefs  of  Face  ;  and  "Thirdly ,  To 
the  Pulfe.  My  Accufer  lies  under  an  impoffi- 
bility  of  proving  the  firft  of  thefe  particulars 
to  have  been  unfairly  reprefented ,  and,  as  to 
the  laft,  his  Evidence  is  nothing  to  the  Pur- 
pofe,  nor  if  it  were,  wou’d  it  come  up  to 
the  Point  which  he  aims  at.  The  only  Cir- 
cumftance,  then,  which  I  can,  with  any  (hew 
of  Reafon,  be  charged  with  repref enting  f  a/Je/y 
is  that  which  relates  to  Mr.  Hillman's  Face  ; 
And  how  far  I  am  guilty  of  what  has  been 
laid  to  my  Charge,  in  this  Refpedt,  I  leave  the 
Impartial  Reader  to  determine. 

Would  not  our  Author,  I  may  now  ask, 
have  been  in  the  wrong ,  if  he  had  pleaded  Multi¬ 
plicity  of  Bufnefs  as  an  Excuje  for  wit  holding 
from  the  Pubhck  any  thing  half  Jo  ujeful  and

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inflru£iivey  and  I  may  add,  entertaining ,  as 
tnefe  incomparable  Letters?  His  feeming 
Severity  towards  a  Young  PraBitioner  might 
eafily  be  forgiven,  in  Confideration  of  the  Be¬ 
nefit  which  the  Publick  are  likely  to  Reap 
from  his  ineftimable  Labours  :  But  1  have  ano¬ 
ther  Reafon  to  forgive  him;  for  I  am  willing 
to  impute  the  Acrimony  of  his  Stile  to  a  Re¬ 
dundancy  of  Choler ,  or  a  Zymofis  *  of  the 
Blood, rather  than  an  evil  Iniention,and  a  form’d 
Defign  to  hurt  my  Character,  which,  at  fir  ft 
Sight,  it  has  the  Appearance  of.  I  was  in¬ 
deed,  fo  far  from  Refenting  the  Author’s 
Treatment  of  me,  that  I  can  allure  him,  I 
was  really  in  Pain  for  him,  when  I  read  his 
Letters.  I  was  afraid  that  the  Redundant  Bi¬ 
lious  Matter ,  not  finding  a  ready  Vent,  had 
tranflated  itfelf  to  the  Membranes  of  the  Brain , 
and  that  a  Phrenitis ,  which  the  Author  had 
faid  fo  much  about,  was  coming  on.  For  ac¬ 
cording  to  Hippocrates,  Ab  Homine  fedato 
ferox  Refponfum  Delirium  infare  not  at.  Had 
this  been  the  Cafe  it  would  have  gone  hard 
with  the  Do&or,  for  as  the  fame  judicious 
Writer  has  obferved.

I  have  not  yet  taken  any  Notice  of  the 
fourth  and  fifth  Queries  in  Mr. Hillmans  Let¬ 
ter,

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ter,  but  as  that  Gentleman  has  not  given  a  full 
and  fatisfadory  Anfwer  to  either  of  them,  I 
fhall  endeavour  to  fupply  that  Deficiency. 

The  fourth  Ipuery,  is  to  the  following  Pur- 
pofe,  viz.  Whether  Mr.  Hillman  took  any  One 
Medicine  after  his  lajl  Bleedings  or  the  whole 
Night  face  ceding  it ,  except  common  Cooling  Li¬ 
quors  ?  Mr.  Hillmans  Anfwer  to  this  is,  Lhat 
he  found  Relief  from  Bleeding ,  and  that  there 
was  a  Cordial  Draught  order'd,  which  he  did 
not  take  till  the  next  Morning * 

THIS  fuery  feems  to  be  put,  for  no  other 
Reafon,  but  to  infnare  People,  who  are  igno- 
rant  in  Phyfck ,  into  an  Opinion,  that  Mr. 
Hillman's  Recovery  can  be  attributed  to  no 
other  Remedy  but  Bleeding.  I  fhall  fir  ft  give  a 
fuller  Anfwer  to  the  ifuery  itfelf,  and  then  ex¬ 
amine  the  Juftnefs  of  the  Inference  which  is 
drawn  from  thence. 

I T  appears,  then,  by  the  Minutes  which 
I  kept  of  this  Cafe,  at  the  time  when  it  hap¬ 
pen'd,  that  Mr.  Hillman  had  been  in  a  pro- 
fufe  Sweat  all  that  Day,  on  the  Evening  of 
which  a  Vein  was  open’d  the  fourth  time.  * 
That  he  was  in  a  Sweat  at  the  very  time  of 
Bleeding,  which  continued  all  the  following 
Night  5  that  a  Cordial  Draught  was  ordered  to 
be  taken  after  Bleeding;  that  Bliftering  Plaifters 
which  had  been  order’d  that  very  Morning, 
inftead  of  a  Day  or  two  before ,  f  were  direded 
to  be  applied  immediately  after  Bleeding,  and 
were  applied  accordingly,  within  fix  Hours  af¬ 
terwards,  at  moft  ;  that,  at  our  meeting,  the

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next  Morning,  we  found  the  Patient  (till  in  a 
Sweat,  tho’  not  free  from  Fever ,  as  Dr.  Hele 
afferts  §  ;  that  it  was  then  again  thought 
proper  to  encourage  the  Swear,  tho"  one  Rea¬ 
son  which  had  been  given  for  Bleeding,  the 
Night  before,  was,  that  it  wou’d  check  the 
Sweat ;  that  fome  Diaphoretick  Medicines  were 
ordered  accordingly  ;  that  I  myfelf  writ  the 
Prefcription  for  thefe  Medicines,  and  fign’d  it 
with  the  Initial  Fetters  of  Dr.  Sambers ,  Dr. 
Hele's ,  and  my  own  Name ;  that  by  miftake  I 
put  down  Dr.  Hele's  Name  before  Dr.  Sambers, 
for  which  affront  I  now  ask  Dr.  Sambers  Par¬ 
don,  he  being  the  Senior  Phyfician.  All  this 
I  affirm,  not  upon  the  bare  Strength  of  Memory , 
nor  upon  the  Information  of  the  Apothecary's 
File ,  but  upon  the  Teftimony  of  the  Notes 
which  I  kept  at  that  time,  and  which  it  is  my 
Cuftom  to  keep  in  all  uncommon  Cafes.  Dr. 
Hele’s  Memory ,  therefore,  or  his  Information, 
muft  have  fail’d  him,  when  he  affirm’d  that 
Nothing  was  ordered  for  Mr .  Hillman,  after 
the  Night  of  the  fourth  Bleeding ,  except  fome 
gentle  Phyfick  a  Day  or  two  after .  *. 

I  am  not  Writing  an  Invedive,  but  only 
Rating  Fads,  and  therefore  I  fhall  make  no 
Comment  upon  thefe  AJfertions  of  the  Dodor’s, 
but  leave  them  to  the  Judgment  of  the  Can¬ 
did  Reader.  I  proceed  now  to  the  Inference 
which  Dr.  Hele  has  drawn  from  this  fourth 
<9 hiery .  u  By  the  fourth  Queftion  and  An- 
fwer  it  is  evident,”  (fays  the  Dodor)  <c  that 
cc  Dr.  Hillmans  Recovery  can  be  attributed  to

troufly  laid  hold  of  this  Popular  Prejudice,  in 
order  to  infnare  others  into  an  Opinion  that

Mr.  Hillmans  Recovery  was  owing  to  his  Skill 
and  Management.  But  if  he  be  really  in 
Earned:  in  imputing  the  Patient’s  Recovery  to 
Bleeding,  I  fhall  beg  leave  to  tell  him  a  fhort 
Story. 

“  One  Mr.  Moore  (as  Bifhop  Latimer  re¬ 
lates)  was  once  fent  with  a  Commiffion  into 
Kent ,  to  find  out,  if  it  might  be,  what  was 
the  Caufe  of  Goodwin  s  Sands ,  and  the  Shelf 
which  flopped  up  Sandwich  Haven.  Thither 
cometh  Mr.  Moore ,  and  calleth  all  the  Coun¬ 
try  before  him,  fuch  as  were  thought  to  be 
Men  of  Experience ,  and  Men  that  cou’d  of  all 
likelyhood  bed  fatisfy  him  of  the  Matter  con¬ 
cerning  the  dopping  of  Sandwich  Haven .  A- 
mong  the  red  came  in  before  him  an  Old 
Man ,  with  a  White  Head \  and  One  that  was 

thought 
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thought  to  belittle  lefs  than  an  hundred  Years 
Old.  When  Mr.  Moore  faw  this  aged  Man, 
he  thought  it  expedient  to  hear  him  fay  his 
Mind  in  this  Matter  (for,  being  fo  old  a  Man ,  it 
was  likely  that  he  knew  moft  in  that  Prefence 
or  Company)  So  Mr.  Moore  call’d  this  Old  aged 
Man  unto  him,  and  faid,  Father ,  (Paid  he)  tell 
Me,  if  you  Can,  what  is  the  Caufe  of  the  great 
arifing  of  the  Sands  and  Shelves  here  about 
this  Haven ,  which  flop  it  up,  fo  that  no  Ships 
can  arrive  here.  You  are  the  Olde/l  Man  I  can 
efpie  in  all  this  Company,  fo  that  if  any  Man 
can  tell  any  Caufe  of  it,  you  of  all  likelyhood 
can  fay  moft  to  it.  Tea^forfooth ,  Good  Mr.  Moore , 
quoth  the  Old  Man,  for  I  am  well  nigh  an 
Hundred  Tears  Old ,  and  no  man  in  this  Company 
is  any  thing  near  my  Age*  Well  then,  quoth 
Mr.  Moore ,  how  fay  you  to  this  Matter  ? 
What  think  you  to  be  the  Caufe  of  thefe 
Shelves  and  Sands  which  flop  up  Sandwich 
Haven  ?  Forfooth  Sir,  quoth  He,  I  am  an  Old 
man ,  I  think  that  Tenter ton-Steeple  is  the 
Caufe  of  Goodwins- Sands, For,  I  am  an  Old  Man , 
Sir,  quoth  he ;  I  may  remember  the  Build¬ 
ing  of  Tenterton-Steeple ,  and  I  may  remember 
when  there  was  no  Steeple  at  all  there,  and, 
before  that  Tenterton-Steeple  was  in  Building, 
there  was  no  manner  of  talking  of  any  Flatsy 
or  Sands  that  ftopt  up  the  Haven  ;  and  there¬ 
fore,!  think  that  Tenter  ton  Steeple  is  the  Caufe  of 
the  Decay  and  deffroying  of  Sandwich  Haven T 
But  to  proceed,— This  popular  Way  of 
Reafoning,  Pofi  hoc ,  ergo  propter  Hoc ,  has  of¬ 
ten,  indeed,  been  made  Ufe  of,  but  is  only 

calculated 
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calculated  to  deceive.  It  does  not  follow, 
becauje  a  Perjon  recovers  after  the  Ufe  oj  am 
particular  Remedy ,  that  his  Recovery  mujl  be 
owing  to  that  Remedy ,  efpecially  if  more  than 
One  have  been  made  Ufe  of  This  I  obferv’d, 
in  the  Inquiry ,  tho’  Dr.  Hele  has  not  been 
pleafed  to  take  any  Notice  of  it.  To  apply 
this  to  the  Cafe  before  Us  ;  Mr.  Hillman 
recover'd  after  Bleeding,  it  does  not  follow 
that  his  Recovery  was  owing  to  the  Bleeding, 
No  more  than  it  does,  that  Tenter  ton  Steeple 
was  the  Caufe  of  the  Goodwins  Sands,  becaufe 
it  was  prior  in  time  to  thofe  Sands. 

BUT  it  may  be  laid,  that  I  have  no  more 
Reafon  to  impute  Mr.  Hillman’s  Recovery  to 
Bli fiers ,  Diaphoreticks ,  &c.  than  others  have 
to  attribute  it  to  Bleeding.  I  grant  it,  con- 
fidering  the  Matter  upon  the  Footing  of  Ex¬ 
perience  only.  But  when  Experience  will  not 
decide  a  Queftion  we  mu  ft  then  have  Recourfe 
to  Reafon  to  affift  Us.  For  inftance,  a  Per- 
fon  is  feized  with  an  Epidemick  Fever,  is  bled 
three  Times,  without  finding  any  real  Relief, 
or  Benefit,  he  is  afterwards  thrown  into  a  co¬ 
pious  Sweat,  is  bled  again,  and  bliftered •  The 
next  Day  he  finds  himfelf  much  better,  and 
by  Degrees  recovers.  The  Event  alone  in 
fuch  a  Cafe  will  not  (hew  what  the  Recovery 
was  owing  to  ;  But  Reafon  will  tell  us  that, 
fince  Bleeding  had  been  tried  fo  often  with¬ 
out  Succefs,  it  was,  moft  probably,  owing  to 
the  other  Remedies. 

THE  Queftion  therefore,  what  Mr.  Hit l- 
mans  Recovery  was  owing  to,  cannot  be  de¬ 
cided 
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cided  by  a  Majority  of  Voices,  much  lefs  by 
his  Own,  or  even  Dr.  Heles  Tejiimony ,  but  by 
Reafon  only,  and  Reajon ,  I  think,  gives  it  in  Fa¬ 
vour  of  Blifters  and  the  Diaphoretick  Regimen . 

I  have  dwelt  the  longer  on  this  fourth  Query  ^ 
becaufe  Dr.  Hele  oblerves,  toward  the  Begin¬ 
ning  of  his  Letter,  that  the  Principle  Point  in 
Difpute ,  and  that  upon  which  the  whole  depends 
is ,  the  EffeEt  of  the  Bleedings.  vizy  Whether 
Mr.  Hillman's  Recovery  was  owing  to  them, 
or  Not  ?  Which  Queftion  I  am  humbly 
of  Opinion,  mult  be  determined  in  the  Nega¬ 
tive . 

THE  Doctors  fifth  Query  is  {till  behind  ; 
and  is  to  the  following  Purpofe,  viz.  Whether 
Mr.  Hillman  heard  Dr.  Hele  give  any  Rea¬ 
fon  ,  for  taking  away  Blood  bejore  the  Exhibition 
of  the  Vomit  ? 

THIS  Query  fcarce  deferves  my  Notice,  any 
more,  than  the  Anfwer  to  it.  It  is  a  Matter  of 
very  little  Concern  to  Me,  as  I  believe,  it 
mull  be  to  every  one  elfe,  what  Reafon  is  faid 
to  have  been  given  for  taking  away  Bloody  be  fore 
the  Exhibition  of  the  Vomit :  I  only  took  No¬ 
tice  of  the  Reafon  which  I  heard  given  for 
the  Exhibition  of  the  Vomit  itfelfj  and  fince 
the  DoElor  has  owned  it  to  be  an  abfurd  one , 
I  (hall  (ay  no  more  about  it. 

I  am  now  got  through  the  Dodtor’s  Queries , 
and  cannot  help  obferving  that  after  all  the 
the  Pains  which  he  has  taken,  and  after  all 
the  Evidence  which  he  has  mufter’d  up,  he 
has  all  this  while  been  wandering  from  the 
Point,  upon  which  this  Dijpute  or  Contro - 
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verfy  (if  the  Doffior  likes  that  Appellation 
better)  firft  commenced. 

THE  Queftion  between  Us  was,  whether 
Mr.  Hillmans  Diforder  was  an  Inflammation 
of  the  Brain ,  or  not  ?  and,  Confequently, 
whether  there  was  a  rational  Indication  for 
Bleeding,  or  not  ?  This  Queftion  the  Dodor 
has  thought  lie  to  touch  very  ilightly  on,  but, 
inftead  thereof,  has  chofen  to  Harangue  upon 
a  Point  which  it  is  impoffible  for  him,  or  any 
One  elfe  to  Prove,  viz.  That  Mr.  Hillman  s 
Recovery  was  owing  wholly  to  the  Bleeding. 
My  delign  was  to  fhew  that  the  Cafe  was  not 
an  Inflammation  of  the  Brain  ;  Dr.  Hele  has 
afferted  the  contrary,  but  is  fo  far  from  hav¬ 
ing  proved  it,  that  let  any  One,  who  is  but  a 
competent  judge  of  inch  Subjeds,  read  over 
the  Cafe,  even  with  Dr.  Helens  Emendations , 
and,  I  am  perfuaded,  he  will  not  find  a  Angle 
Mark  of  fuch  an  Inflammation  in  the  De« 
feription  of  it. 

THE  Dodor  has  afferted  many  Things, 
I  will  now  Venture  to  affert  One  Thing, 
in  my  Turn,  which  is  this;  Either  Mr.  Hill¬ 
man  had  an  Inflammation  upon  the  Brain,  or 
he  had  not ;  If  he  had  not,  it  will  lie  upon 
Dr.  Hele  to  fhew  what  Indication,  there  was 
for  the  repeated  Bleeding !  If  he  had,  I’m  afraid, 
that  the  giving  a  Vomit,  either  to  make  a  Re - 
vuljion  from  the  Brain ,  or  for  any  other  pur- 
pofe,  will  be  found  to  be  very  Injudicious 
Practice.  Befides,  if  there  was  an  Inflam¬ 
mation  upon  the  Brain,  how  came  the  expe¬ 
rienced  Dr.  Hele  to  lay  on  Binders  ?  Baglivi ,  or 

I  Hoffman 
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Hoffman  woi/d  have  told  him,  that  Blijlen 
are  improper  in  a  Phrenzy.  The  latter  of 
thefe  judicious  Writers  fays  exprefly,  <c  Can- 
<£  tharides ,  acri  quo  poilent  ftimulo,  ftridas 
u  jam  et  tenfas  fpafmo  Membranas  irritando, 
<£  Delirium  augenr,  et  Convulfionem  facile  ac- 
“  cerfunt/>  *  If  we  take  then  either  fide  of 
this  Dilemma ,  I  am  afraid,  the  Dotfor's  Prac¬ 
tice  will  be  found  to  be  much  more  Chimeri¬ 
cal ,  and  inconfefftent  than  my  Theory ;  And  which 
of  the  Two  is  of  the  more  dangerous  Con- 
fequence,  an  Error  in  Theory  or  in  PraBicey 
I  believe,  I  need  not  fay. 

H  A  V  I  N  G  thus  given  a  Diftind,  and  I 
Hope  a  fatisfadory  Repl  y,  to  every  thing 
which  is  material  in  Dr.  Helens  two  Letters ,  I 
fhall  now  take  my  Leave  of  him,  with  af- 
furing  him,  that  altho’  I  do  not  look  upon  his 
Letters  as  any  Anfwer  to  my  Treatife ,  and  al- 
tho’  I  cannot  think  the  Reafoning  conclufive, 
which  he  has  made  Ufe  of  to  prove  any 
farther  Anfwer  ufelefs  and  fuperfluous ,  •f*  yet  I 
allow  his  Reafon  for  not  entering  into  a  far^ 
ther  Examination  of  it,  viz.  a  prudent  Con¬ 
cern  for  his  Reputation  J  to  be  a  Subftantial 
One;  and  mull  fay,  with  many  of  his  Friends, 
That  it  is  great  Pity  it  had  not  come  into 
his  head  a  little  (boner. 

THUS  have  I  gone  through  my  Remarks ; 
How  I  have  executed  them  let  others  judge.

the  Matters  herein  contain'd,  fet  in  a proper 
Light ;  tho’  they  may  not,  perhaps,  be  intire- 
ly  ufelefs  even  to  others  whofe  Hands  they 
may  happen  to  fall  into.  For  the  deteding 
of  Error  and  Fa/fe  Reajoning ,  in  every  Shape,

*  have  injur’d  their  Conftitutions  by  high  Feeding;  as  it  advanced 
4  amonglt  the  better  Sort,  either  by  Means  of  infeCted  Perfons, 
‘  or  the  general  Corruption  of  the  Air,  it  feized  the  fober  and 

*  abftemious  chiefly,  and  fuch  as  by  no  Means  laboured  under

This  being  the  State  of  the  Cafe  between  the  Author  of  the 
Obfervations  and  myfelf,  I  beg  Leave  to  fubmit  the  following 
Queries  to  the  Conflderation  of  all  whom  the  Subject  may  con¬ 
cern. 

I.  Whether  a  Perfon,  by  recommending  the  Obfervations  as 
an  Anfwer  to  the  Inquiry,  does  not  plainly  fhew,  either  that  he 
is  grofly  deceiv’d  himfelf  (the  former  being  publifh’d  at  leaft  a 
Twelve-month  before  the  latter)  or  elfe,  that  he  has  an  Intention 
to  deceive  others,  and  to  hurt  the  Credit  of  the  latter  Work  ? 

Whether  half  a  Score  Inftances  of  Perfons,  many  of  them 
of  fanguine  Conftitutions,  and  moft  of  them  in  the  Prime  of  their 
Lives,  whether  the  Cafes  of  half  a  Score  fuch  Perfons,  I  fay, 
who  are  faid  in  the  Obfervations  f  to  have  recover  d,  not  by 
Means  of  Bleeding  alone,  but  of  Bleeding, Vomiting,  Purging, Blis¬ 
tering,  &c,  be  a  Proof  that  Bleeding  is  generally  necellary  and 
ufeful  in  the  prefent  Fever,  when  twenty  Times  that  Number  of  * 
Cafes  might  eafily  be  produced,  in  which  it  has  been  prejudi¬ 
cial,  if  not  fatal  ?  And  if  not.  Whether  any  Objections  which 
can  be  drawn  from  the  Obfervations  againlt  what  I  have  ad¬ 
vanced  concerning  Bleeding  be  not  already  obviated  ?

S  I  R, 

I  DON’T  know  at  whom  Dr.  Barker  points  in  his  Letter 
to  you  in  your  lad  Journal,  but  you  may  acquaint  him  that 
I  have  recommended  the  Treatiie  entided,  Obfervatiom  on 
the  Epidemic  Lever  of  the  Year  1741,  as  containing,  in  my  Opi¬ 
nion,  a  jufter  and  clearer  Hillory  of  that  Difeafe,  and  a  more 
proper  Method  of  Cure,  than  the  Epistolary  Effay  publifhed  by 
the  Doctor.  For  I  am  fully  perfuaded,  by  the  flridleft  Obferva- 
tions  that  I  have  been  able  to  make,  that  this  Fever  was  of  the 
Inflammatory  Kind,  and  that  the  concomitant,  nervous  Symptoms 
were  no  other  than  fuch  as  generally  attend  all  Inflammations  of 
the  Brain,  or  its  Membranes.  This  Truth  is  manifeftly  evident  in 
Cafes  where  the  Operation  of  the  Trepan  has  been  performed. 
For  when  thefe  Parts  are  inflamed,  even  to  ocular  Demonjl  rat  ion , 
by  takirig  out  a  Piece  of  the  Scull ,  the  Patient  has  not  a  high  Phren- 
2 y,  (which  the  Doftor  feems  to  think  eflential  to  an  inflamed 
Brain.)  but  jufl  the  fame  nervous  Symptoms  as  he  himfelf  allows 
to  accompany  this  Fever,  (viz.  a  quick  low  Pulfe,  a  labori¬ 
ous  Breath,  Stupor,  Coma,  twiching  of  the  Tendons,  UrV.)  and 
which  may  be  eafliy  miftaken  by  any  young  Practitioner  for  the 
the  true,  idiopathic  Signs  of  the  Fever  it  felf. 

2.  I  cannot  therefore  but  approve  of  Bleeding  early,  and  I  have 
often  found  it  necefiary  to  repeat  it  feveral  Times,  as  it  happen’d 
in  the  Gentleman’s  Cafe,  upon  which  this  Difpute  with  Dr. 
Barker  concerning  Bleeding  arofe.  He  was  blooded  four  Times, 
found  Relief  by  every  Bleeding,  and  by  the  fourth  was  Toon  freed 
from  all  his  dangerous  Symptoms.  His  Head  was  eafy,  his  Reft- 
lefsnefs,  his  great  Anxiety,  Weight,  and  Uneafinefs  about  the 
Region  of  the  Heart,  and  Stomach  gone  off,  not  by  the  Help  of 
Cordials  and  other  Medicines,  as  the  Do&or  falfely  infmuates,  * 
but  within  the  Space  of  Half  an  Hour ,  before  any  one  Medi¬ 
cine  was  adminiftred  ;  and  yet  the  Dr.  had  abfolutely  declared  to 
the  Patient  himfelf  (bad  as  he  was,  and  under  fo  great  a  Deprefli- 
cn  of  Spirits)  as  well  as  to  his  neareft  Relations,  that  the  third 
Bleeding  had  almoft  thrown  him  beyond  all  Hopes  of  Recovery, 
and  that  if  he  fubmitted  to  the  fourth,  he  believed  it  would  be  im- 
phffible  for  any  thing  more  to  be  done  for  him.  All  this,  and 
1-ikewife  how  unfairly  in  other  Particulars,  his  Cafe  is  repre- 
fented  by  the  Dcftor  in  his  Treatife,  §  the  Gentleman  himfelf 
is  ready  to  tef'fy  to  the  World,  if  required. 

3.  As  to  the  Difference  of  the  Fever  with  us,  and  in  London , 
nothwithftanding  the  Dodfor’s  Evafom, any  Reader  may  be  eafliy 
convinced  that  it  was  of  the  fame  Kind,  there  as  here,  by  com¬ 
paring  the  Defcription  given  of  it  by  both  the  above-mentioned

Writers  with  each  other.  *  The  Symptoms  enumerated  by  Both, 
are  as  near  as  poffible  the  fame,  except  fome  few,  not  very  mi’ 
terial,  mention’d  by  the  Doftor,  which  arife  chiefly  from  Mif 
management.  But  thefe  and  many  more,  fuch  as  true  Peripneu- 
monies,  Swellings,  and  Inflammations  of  the  Throat,  il fc.  may 
be  prevented  or  relieved  by  repeated  Bleeding,  though  for  want 
of  it,  they  often  prove  fatal.  Sometimes  indeed  the  Fever  has 
been  carried  off  by  a  copious  Htemorrage  from  the  Nofe,  of 
which  I  have  lately  had  an  Inftance  in  Mr.  Samuel  Croaker,  + 
who  had  labour’d  fome  Days  under  the  ufual  Symptoms  of  this 
Fever,  when  I  order’d  twelve  Ounces  of  Blood  to  be  taken  from 
the  Arm,  upon  which  his  Pulfe,  which  before  was  quick  and  low, 
grew,  full  and  hard,  and  in  Iefs  then  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour  he  had 
a  moft  profufe  Eruption  of  Blood  from  the  Nofe,  by  which  he  loft: 
at  leaft  two  Pounds.  His  Symptoms  were  much  abated,  and  tho* 
he  was  blooded  twice  more  in  the  Arm,  he  had  a  fecond  large 
Haemorrage  of  the  fame  Kind  within  two  Days,  which  proved 
a  compleat  falutary  Crifts  of  the  Fever,  but  muft  certainly  have 
proved  a  fatal  One,  had  the  Fever  been  of  the  nervous  Kind, 
This  Cafe  may  likewife  evince  the  Truth  of  what  the  Author  of 
the  Obfervations  afferts,  but  the  Dr.  cannot  readily  reconcile, 
•viz.  that  a  low  deprefs’d  Pulfe,  and  a  ftrong,  and  full  one  may 
proceed  from  the  fame  Caufe  (too  great  a  Fulnefsof  the  Veflels) 
and  require  the  fame  Manner  of  Treatment. 

4.  Thus  I  hope  the  Dr.  will  be  convinced  that  I  have  given  the 
Preference  to  the  LondonFreatife,  not  out  of  the  leaft  Prejudice  to 
His,  but  purely  in  Defenceof  Truth,  and  out  of  a  tender  Regard 
to  the  general  Good  of  Mankind,  which  I  do  moft  folemnly 
averr,  for  I  think  nothing  can  be  more  criminal  in  a  Phyflcian 
than  to  judge  partially,  or  reprefent  Cafes  falfly ,  for  the  Support 
of  his  own  Opinion,  or  Reputation. 

5.  I  muft  indeed  confefs  the  Do&or’s  Theory  to  be  Very  chimeri* 
cal,  confus’d,  inconftftent,  arta  hardly  intelligible  ;  a  wildSyftem 
formed  toeftablilh  the  Exiftence  ofa  putrid  Acrimony,  but  nothing 
proved.  Befides,  it  is  inconftftent  with  his  own  Method  of  Cure. 
For  if  the  Fever  were,  in  its  own  Nature,  purely  of  the  nervous 
Kind,  (as  he  labours  hard  to  prove)  the  Evacutions  he  himfelfadT 
vifes,  and  luch  plentiful  Dilution  by  drinking  fo  large  Quantities  § 
of  the  moft  cooling  Liquors  (when  he  fuppofes  the  Texture  of 
Blood  too  much  diflolved  before)  muft  certainly  be  a  moft  im¬ 
proper,  and  injudicious  Method  of  treating  it,  better  adapted  to 
the  Nature  of  an  inflammatory ,  than  a  nervous  Fever. 

5.  I  might  obferve  with  how  much  Contempt  this  Hypothetical 
Way  of  Writing  is  exploded  by  Sydenham  throughout  all  his 
Works,  (even  in  his  very  Preface  too)  and  how  much  it  is  ex- 
pofed  and  ridicul’d  by  the  late  Dr.  Friend  in  his  Epiftle  Dedica¬ 
tory

tory  to  Dr.  Frevoin  prefix’d  to  his  firft  and  third  Books  of  Hippa- 
tref/esh  Epidemicks,  &c.  but  fearing  I  have  been  too  tedious  al¬ 
ready,  I  fhall  pafs  by  many  Imperfections,  which  I  fhould  other* 
wife  take  notice  of.  I  (hall  only  add,  that  repeated  Bleeding  in 
thefe  Fevers  was  approved  of  and  praftifed  by  the  moft  eminent 
Phyficians  in  London,  and  that  I  have  obferved  the  Blood  taken 
away  to  be  generally  Sizey.

Sir, 

MY  former  Letter  to  you,  of  the  9th  Inftant,  was  no  more 
than  an  Advertifement,  to  acquaint  the  Publick,  that  a 
a  Pamphlet,  called  Obfervations  on  the  Epidemic  Fever, 
of  the  Year  1741,  was  not  an  Anfvoer  to  One  of  mine,  which 
came  out  a  Year  afterwards,  tho*  many  had  been  misled  into  an 
Opinion  that  it  was  fach. 

A  Letter  from  Dr.  Hele  has  fioce  appear’d  in  your  Journal, 
throwing  Afperfions  both  on  my  Judgment,  as  a  Phyfician,  and 
my  moral  Character  as  a  Perfon  of  Veracity. 

Whether  I  am  miftaken,  or  not,  in  my  Judgment, concerning 
the  Epidemick  Fever,  muft  be  determined  by  fuch  as  are  compe¬ 
tent  'fudges  of  my  Treatife.  As  yet  I  have  feen  no  Reafon  to 
alter  my  Opinion.— —-.If  Dr.  Hele  be  willing  to  Anfwer 
what  I  have  writ,  not  by  Way  of  a  Short  Effay,  in  a  Weekly 
News-Paper,  nor  by  caviling  at  a  particular  Cafe,  intended  on¬ 
ly  for  illuftrating  the  Subject,  but  in  a  full  and  accurate  Exami¬ 
nation,  I  fhall  willingly  retraCl  whatever  he  fhall  demon/irate 
to  be  erroneous.  But  if  he  thinks  it  not  worth  Anfwering ,  he 
may  think  fo,  if  he  pleafes,  ’twill  give  me  little  Concern,  f 
would  however  caution  him  not  to  plead  Multiplicity  of  Bufnefsr 
as  a  Reafon  for  his  Silence,  fince  he  cannot  be  ignorant  that 
Roerhaave,  Cheyney  Friend \  and  others.  Men  both  in  GharaCler- 
and  PraClice  infinitely  fuperior  to  us  both ,  have  found  Timey  in  the 
very  Height  of  Bufinefs,  to  write  many  elaborate  Treatifes. 

As  to  the  Impeachment  of  my  Veracity,  I  fhall  only  fay.  That 
the  Gentleman,  whofe  Evidence  Dr.  He  lb  has  offer'd  to  produce, 
neither  hasy  nor  will  give  any  fuch  Evidence. 

Thus,  the  principal  Teftimony  failing,  the  Whole  of  the  Doc¬ 
tor’s  Charge  againft  me  now  refts  upon  his  own  Ajfertions ,  con¬ 
cerning  which,  he  may  allure  himfelf,  l  am  quite  indifferent.

C  IN  CE  Dr.  Barker  has  not  brought  the  leaf!  Objeflion  to 
any  one  Part  of  my  former  Letter,  I  have  little  more  to 
do  than  to  produce  my  Teflimonials  in  Proof  of  what  I 
have  there  aflerted  in  relation  to  Dr.  Hillmans  Cafe,  and  I  am 
forry  that  I  am  obliged  to  do  fo  much,  becaufe  I  am  afraid  it  will 
appear  that  Dr.  Barker  has  been  guilty  of  Mijr epr ejerii ation  of 
Fatt,  as  well  as  Error  in  Judgment. 

2.  I  expe&ed,  and  defiredhim  to  publifh  the  Letter,  which  he

4.  By  Way  of  Preamble  to  the  Teilimonials,  it  maybe  proper 

to  take  a  (hort  Review  of  the  different  Accounts  given  by  Us 
Two  of  Dr.  Hillmans  Cafe,  with  regard  to  this  Principal  Point 
in  difpute  (and  upon  which  the  whole  depends)  viz.  the  Ejfett 
of  the  Bleedhsgs.

Should  think  myfelf  guilty  of  the  greateft  Ingratitude,  if  I 
was  to  forger,  or  ever  omit  to  acknowledge  the  many  Obliga¬ 
tions  I  lay  under  for  your  great  Care,  and  conftant  Attendance 
in  my  late  Illnefs. 

I  always  have,  and  ever  (hall  declare  that  I  think  my  Re¬ 
covery  was  entirely  owing  to  Frequent  Bleeding,  and  that  with¬ 
out  it  I  fhould  not  have  recover’d.  I  am  very  lorry  that  I  ftiould 
be  the  unhappy  Caufe  of  a  Controverfy  between  two  Gentlemen, 
to  both  whom  lam  obliged.  But  if  Dr.  Barker ,  in  hisTreatife, 
intends  to  relate  my  Cafe  (which  I  believe  he  does)  he  mifrepre- 
fents  it  greatly  by  faying  I  was  worfe  upon  Bleeding,  for  .  I 
am  confident  I  always  found  Relief,  and  had  I  been  worfe,  I 
(hou’d  never  have  fuller’d  the  Bleeding  to  have  been  repeated

The  ’  Method  I  followed  in  prefcribing  for  my  felf  will  Ihew 
that  I  thought  I  did,  I  fent  for  Mr.  Batum,  and  order’d  him  to 
take  away  twelve  Ounces  of  Blood  from  my  Arm,  and  in  the 
^Morning  I  took  a  gentle  Purge.

Secondly ,  Whether  it  was  not  allowed  by  all  who  attended  me* 
that  my  Countenance  was  flufh’d,  and  the  Blood  Veffels  of  the 
Eye  very  full  and  turgid  ? 

This  Queftion  mult  be  anfwer*d  by  thofe  who  attended  me,  I 
asked  Dr.  Samber ,  and  Mr.  Brown,  they  told  me  my  Face  was 
flufh’d,  and  my  Eyes  turgid  ;  but  I  muft  beg  it  as  a  Favour, 
that  when  you  fee  the  Doctor,  or  Mr.  Brown,  you  would  fpeak 
to  them,  for  the  Women  who  attended  me  have  forgot. 

thirdly.  Whether  it  was  not  allowed  by  Both  the  Phyficians 
who  attended  me  (befides  Dr.  Barker ,  and  by  the  Apothecary  too) 
that  my  Pulfe  was  much  fuller  and  Wronger  before  the  Fourth 
Bleeding,  than  it  had  been  any  Time  before  during  the  whole 
Courfe  of  my  Fever  ? 

Both  You  and  Dr.  Samber  did  tell  me  that  my  Pulfe  was 
very  full  j  and  Dr.  Samber  in  particular,  when  I  asked  him. 
Whether  he  did  not  think  I  fhould  fink  under  the  Bleeding, 
told  me  be  was  pofitive  I  fbould  be  relieved  by  it,  for  my  Pulfe 
was  fuller  than  he  had  found  it  at  any  Time  before ;  and  Mr. 
Brown  faid  I  had  a  hetter  Pulfe  to  bleed,  than  I  had  the  laft 
Time  I  was  bled,  or  Words  to  that  Purpofe. 

Fourthly ,  Whether  I  took  any  one  Medicine  after  my  lafl 
Bleeding,  or  the  whole  Night  fucceeding  it,  except  common 
cooling  Liquors? 

In  anfwer  to  this  I  (hall  only  repeat  what  I  have  fo  often  faid, 
that  I  found  immediate  Relief  from  the  Bleeding,  and  bad  good 
Sleep  foon  after  my  Friends  left  me,  and  the  Room  was  quiet, 
which  was  in  about  half  an  Hour.  I  awoke  eafy  and  there  was 
a  Cordial  Draught  order'd,  but  I  did  not  take  it  untill  the  next 
Morning.  •  T . 

Fifthly ,  Whether  I  heard  you  give  any  Reafon  for  taking  a- 
way  Blood  before  the  Exhibition  of  the  Vomit  ? 

When  the  Vomit  was  propofcd,  I  was  averfe  to  the  taking 
it,  as  thinking,  tho*  it  might  have  been  proper  at  the  beginning 
of  my  Illnefs,  yet  with  the  violent  Pain  in  my  Head  I  at  that 
Time  complained  of,  I  thought  it  would  aggravate  rather  than 
relieve  that  Symptom.  I  told  you  my  Realons,  and  your  An- 
fwer  was,  that  the  lofing  a  little  Blood  would  prevent  what  I 
apprehended. 

Thus,  Sir,  I  have  endeavour’d  to  anfwer  all  your  Queftions 
with  the  utmoft  Candour  and  Impartiality.  I  am  perfuaded  that 
you  had  no  other  View  in  this  Inquiry  than  what  you  mention  in 
your  Letter,  and  fancy  that  molt  People  think  that  my  Reco¬ 
very  was  owing  to  the  Bleeding,  and  that  Dr.  Barker  is  mifta- 
ken  in  attributing  my  Recovery  to  Cordials,  Diaphoreticks,  Blif- 
ters,  &c.  I  am  my  felf  throughly  perfuaded  that  without 
Bleeding  I  fhould  not  have  recover’d,  and  (hall  always  be  ready 
Co  acknowledge  the  great  Obligations  that  are  owing  to  You  from

Let  us  fee  how  contrary  Dr.  Barker's  Account  is  to  Dr. 
Hillman's  in  every  one  of  thefe  Particulars. 

Dr.  Barker  fays  he  had  no  Plethora.  *  The  Patient  himfelf 
thinks  that  he  had,  (See  the  firfl  Quejlion  and  Anfwer  in  the  Jecond 
Letter,)  Tne  Other  Phyficians,  who  attended  him,  think  it 
evidently  clear  from  every  Circumftance  that  he  had  a  Plethora. 
But  this,  I  confefs,  may  be  no  more  than  an  Error  in  Judgment. 
However  inpublifhing  Cafes  for  the  Confirmation  of  any  Method 
ofPra&ice,  or  Diftin&ion  ofdifferent  Species  of  Fevers,  a  Phyfici- 
an  is  bound  not  only  to  keep  ftridtly  to  Truth,  but  ought  like- 
wife  to  be  extremely  cautious  how  he  alferts  any  thing  for  Cer¬ 
tain,  which  is  Doubtful. 

Dr.  Barker  fays,  the  Patient  had  no  Flujhing  in  the  Counte¬ 
nance  J*  It  is  proved  by  undeniable  Evidence  that  he  had,  and 
that  the  Blood  Veftels  ©f  the  Eyes  were  full  and  turgid.  ( See 
the  third  Ehiefl  ion  and  An  fiver.) 

N.  B.  I  have  fince  put  this  fecond  Queftion  to  Dr.  Samber 
and  Mr.  Brown,  who  do  affirm  what  they  faid  to  Dr.  Hillman. 

This  very  Symptom  is  a  material  Circumftance  in  the  Di- 
jftin&ion  of  an  Inflammatory ,  from  a  Nervous  Fever.  This  Mif- 
take  cannot  be  called  an  Error  in  Judgment ,  but  muft,  I  think 
be  deem'd  a  Mifreprefentation  of  Fad . 

The  third  Queftion  concerning  the  Pulfe  is  proved  by  all  the 
Evidence  poffible  in  dired  Contradiction  to  Dr.  Barker ,  who  fays, 
that  it  grew  more  weak  and  languid  upon  Bleeding ,  and  in  Page  73, 
that  the  Patient  was  reduced  almoft  to  the  lafl  Extremity  by  re¬ 
peated  Bleedings  ;  in  another  Place  he  repreients  him  as  hurt  in 
Constitution  by  repeated  and  proflufe  Bleedings,  and  Nature  ren - 
dred  too  weak  to  flruggle  with  the  Difeafe.  § 

I  may  prefume  to  fay  the  firft  of  thefe  Alfertions  betrays  a 
great  DefeCl  of  Judgment  in  feeling  a  f  ulfe.  The  two  latter 
are,  I  think,  a  Mifreprefentation  of  Fad. 

By  the  Fourth  Queftion  and  Anfwer  it  is  evident  that  Dr. 
Hillman's  Recovery  can  be  attributed  to  no  other  Remedy  but 
Bleeding.  The  fame  is  likewife  confirmed  by  his  Conclufion  of 
his  fecond  Letter. 

6.  At  our  Vifit  the  next  Morning,  after  the  Fourth  Bleeding  we 
found  him  free  from  Fever,  and  out  of  all  Danger,  info- 
much  that  we  order’d  him  nothing  more  than  fome  gentle  Phy- 
fick  a  Day  cr  two  after.  I  might  obferve  that  two  Blifters  for 
the  Thighs  were  order’d  a  Day  or  two  before,  but  not  applied^ 
However  we  did  confent  that  they  might  be  put  on ,  on  Conditi¬ 
on  he  was  blooded  that  Fourth  Time,  but  as  he  fell  afleep  fo 
foon  after  Bleeding,  and  awaked  fo  eafy  and  free  from  any  Com¬ 
plaint,  he  vvou’d  not  have  confented  to  the  applying  them  at  all, 
had  not  Mr.  Brown  the  Apothecary,  who  watched  with  him 
that  Night,  infilled  on  applying  them,  not  out  of  any  apparent

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Necefftty,  but  in  Conformity  to  our  Directions,  and  accordingly 
they  were  put  on,  but  not  till  between  three  and  four  o’Clock 
the  Morning  followirg,  as  Mr.  Brown  himfelf  informed  me. 

7.  And  ytc  Dr.  Barker  fays  (which  is  amazirg)  that  the  Difeafe 
was  at  lafi  0  ercome  by  Vomiting ,  Bliflert,  Cordial  and  Diaphort’ 
tick  Medicines .  (p.  24.  25  )  Nay,  he  refers  to  this  Cafe  to  prove 
the  Ufefulnefs  of  Vomits  in  his  94th  Page  ;  he  refers  to  it  to 
Ihew  the  good  EffeCIs  of  Diaphoreticks,  in  p.  73  ;  and  he  refers 
to  it  as  the  only  Cafe,  in  which  Blifters  are  proper  in  p.  117, 
whereas  this  Patient  did  not  receive  any  apparent  Benefit  from  any 
one  of  them  all,  as  he  himfelf  confefleth  in  the  Conclufion 
of  his  Second  Letter  beforementioned. 

8.  Thus,  I  believe,  ]  have  proved  morethan  I  propofed,  or  Dr. 
Barker  expeCted  ;  and  there  are  fti!l  feveral  Errors  ;  not  only  in 
the  Relation  of  this  Cafe,  but  in  the  Other  alfo  added  byWay 
of  S  quel,  of  which  I  have  by  me  a  juft  and  exaCt  Account. 

I  think  he  does  me  wrong  in  accufing  me  of  Calumny.  I  have 
Did  no  more  than  the  Defence  of  Truth  obliged  me  to  fay, and  this 
I  h'jve  endeavoured  to  fay  in  as  decent  Terms,  as  the  Difco very 
of  Truth  in  fo  important  a  Matter  of  FaCt  would  admit  of.  It 
might  have  redounded  more  to  D*.  Barker's  Credit,  had  He  ob- 
ferved  the  fame  good  Manners  towards  Me,  in  his  Treatife, 
where  he  has  in  feveral  Places  foiftedin  Indecent ,  and  Undeferved 
Reflexions,  in  no  wife  ufeful  or  neceflary  to  his  SubjeCt,  which 
will  therefore  naturally  recoil  on  their  Author.  I  cannot  but  take 
Notice  of  one  Inftance  (p.  94.)  where  he  introduces  me  propo- 
fing  a  Vomit  for  Dr.  Hillman ,  and  giving  a  very  abfurd  Reafon 
for  it,  viz.  to  make  a  Revulflon  from  the  Brain  ;  whereas  what 
I  propofed  to  make  aRevulflon  from  the  brain,  was  a  Bleeding  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  Vomit,  left  by  the  A&ion  of  Vomiting,  the  Blood 
might  be  thrown  too  forcibly  and  copioufly  upon  the  Brain,  un- 
lefs  the  VelTels  vvere  firft  emptied  by  a  Bleeding,  and  accordingly 
he  was  blooded  with  good  EfFeCt.  This  is  a  rational  Way  of 
Talking,  and  the  Truth  of  this  Paflage,  as  now  related,  is  il- 
luftrated,  by  the  Fifth  Queftion  and  Ar\fwer  in  Dr.  Hillman  s 
fecond  Letter. 

•  9.  But  to  conclude  ;  Since  this  remarkable  Cafe  was  the  Foun¬ 
dation  of  our  Difpute,  ftnce  it  feems  to  have  been  the  principal 
Motive  for  Dr  Barker’s  Entrance  into  this  Controverfy,  fxnce 
it  appears  by  the  ftrft  Paragraph  of  his  Treatife,  that  the  whole 
Sc  pe  and  D  flgn  of  it  is  to  refolve  this  Queftion,  Whether  it  be  in 
General  right  to  bleed  in  the  prefent  Epidemick  Fever  ?  Since  this 
very  Gale,  which  he  brings  to  prove  it  wrong ,  proves  it  to  be 
right ,  and  laftly,  ftnce  this  very  Cafe,  which  he  brings  as  the 
cleared  Inftance  of  a  *  fow  Nervous  Fever ,  proves  it  to  be  an 
acute  Inflammatory  One  (but  of  fix  Days  Continuance)  vv)iat  Oc-

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cafioii  is  there  for  any  farther  Anfwer  to  his  Treatife?  I  think 
it  unreafonable  in  Him  to  prefs  for  it,  ufele/s  and  fuperfiuous  for 
any  One  to  give  it. 

io.  Indeed,  whenever  either  of  Us  have  any  thing  to  offer  to 
the  Publick,  half  fo  ufeful  and  inftruttive  as  thofe  Great  Orna¬ 
ments  of  our  Profeffion*  which  he  mentions,  have  obliged  us 
with,  we  ought  not  to  plead  Multiplicity  of  Bufinefs  as  an  Excufe 
for  withholding  it  5  but  if,  till  then,  we  remain  filent,  if  we  curb, 
and  reftrain  this  wanton  Appetite  of  becoming  Authors,  we  fhall 
perhaps  the  more  fecurely  enjoy  what  little  Reputation  we  may 
have  acquired  in  the  World,  which  many  a  tolerably  good 
Phyfician,  before  Us.  has  fcribbled  away. 

The  Teftimonies  here  produced  will  fatisfy  every  unprejudi¬ 
ced  Perfon  that  my  Charge  againft  Dr.  Barker  in  my  former 
Letter  is  no  Calumny ,  and  fo  I  take  my  Leave  of  the  Do&or 
and  his  Book,  and  am.
